■ Guildford police station was 
seated-off as those arrested 
arrived from London' in earth 
Later, Mr Peter Matthews, 
Chief Constable of Surrey and 
recently appointed, adviser to 
the inquiry, arrived at. the 
station to join Dec Chief Supc 
Steven Whitby of Dorset police, 
who is in operational command. 

The investigation has led to 
the suspension of a detective 
chief inspector, against whom 
a charge i/fas dropped in court, 
an inspector, a detective con¬ 
stable and a woman detective 
constable, all -of the City of 
London police.

British Rail is expected to 
reopen with, the Government 
this summer the question of 
branch-line closures, despite, the 
uproar when it was last raised 
in November. 

There will be no question, 
however, of large closures such 
as the 41 services on 900 miles 
of route mentioned then, which 
drew a forceful denial from Mr 
Norman Fowler, Minister of 
Transport, thut such closures 
were being or would be enter¬ 
tained by the Government. 

Instead, British Rail is 
expected to propose closure of 
up to a dozen little used branch 
lines in tbe West Country, East 
Anglia, and the North, exclud¬ 
ing substantial cross-country 
links such as the central Wales 
line, and those north of fuver- 
ness. Such closures would still 
make substantial savings with, 
opt, it U felt, causing serious 
hardship to the public. 

That would be especially so 
if, as is likely to be proposed, 
ilia rural lines are replaced by 
guaranteed contract bus ser¬ 
vices time-tabled by British Rail 
tu connect with remaining rail¬ 
heads. Local authorities will be 
asked to provide financial sup¬ 
port for the buses, on the 
understanding that they will be 
reimbursed by central Govern¬ 
ment, Cor wbom it will be sub¬ 


stantially cheaper 'than sup¬ 
porting the present services by 
rail. 

Mr Fowler was’ widely felt to 
have close dthe door on rail 
closures so far as the Govern¬ 
ment was concerned, but ids 
actual phrase, in a letter to Sir 
Peter Parker, chairman of 
British Rail, after his Commons 
statement on November 9. was 
“ mv firm policy is rhat there 
should be no suhitontirZ [our 
italics 1 cuts in the passenger 
rail network.”

Police escort Sir Rupert 
Mackeson back to Britain 


Sir Rupert Mackeson, aged 
38, the baronet wanted for 
questioning by Scotland Yard 
over alleged " fraud offences, 
arrived at Gatwick airport, 
London, yesterday, escorted by 
two police officers. He was 
arrested in Zimbabwe on Tues¬ 
day and held cs a prohibited 
immigrant. 

He was later escorted to Bow 
Street police station, London. 
The police said they would be 
questioning him about three 
offences under the Theft Act. 

It is believed a number of 
other matters have also to be 
discussed. No charges are 
expected in the next two days. 

Sir Rupert, son of the late 
Brigadier Sir Hedry Mackeson, 
former Conservative MP for 
Folkestone and Hythe, dis¬ 
appeared from Britain at the 
end of October, 1977. He was 
alleged to have left debts, 
thought to total £100,000. 

His departure from Britain 
came at about the time the 
police began to receive com- 

S laints from holidaymakers ar 
ome and abroad who had 
booked with Sir Rupert’s cul¬ 
tural tours company. Master 
Classes. 

• His mother, who died last 
year aged 65, had issued a writ 
against him for the return of 
jewelry and cash worth £13,000. 
She was never able to serve it. 

Scotland Yard circulated a 
description of Sir Rupert to 
Interpol and issued an arrest 
warrant for him alleging a 


£20,000 fraud, which he has 
since denied in interviews with 
reporters. 

The Rhodesian authorities 
told him that he would be 
deported and there was a legal 
wrangle. From his cell he sent 
a telegram to the Home Secre¬ 
tary pleading for the return of 
his* passport which bad been 
sent to Britain by Bishop 
Muzorewa’s government. 

He claimed that “enemies in 
the City of London ” bad told 
him he would be killed if he set 
foot in England again. 

He told a national newspaper 
in Britain that the men who 
wanted him dead killed Lord 
Lucan. 

Last July Rhodesia ordered 
his deportation. In Johannes¬ 
burg, South Africa he was 
taken from the aircraft but 
South Africa negotiated his 
return to Rhodesia. 

Last November he was re¬ 
leased after a court ruling that 
he bad been unlawfully held 
because there was no extradi¬ 
tion treaty between Rhodesia 
and Britain. 

He began to sue the authori¬ 
ties for unlawful detention. 

He stayed on; only, to Hod 
himself facing a new deporta¬ 
tion threat after the Rhodesian 
peace settlement. which meant 
the country was once again 
subject to British law and 
extradition treaties. 

Scotland Yard detectives 
started new mores to get him 
back to Britain.

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Legal code for 
children born 
of AID urged 

A legally binding code of 
practice for artificial insemina¬ 
tion by donor (AID) was called 
for at the National Council of 
Women's annual conference in 
Great Malvern, Hereford and 
Worcester, yesterday. 

Mrs Elsie Hargreaves, an 
Oxford delegate, said that AID 
bad been practised in the 
United Kingdom for 30 years. 
"In the early days, only a few 
families were affected, but 
demand is growing, and the 
greater the demand tbe greater 
the necessity for strict genetic 
safeguards ”, Mrs Hargreaves 
told the 400 delegates. 

Mrs Hargreaves said that 
there should be a rule of law 
to deal with a child's paternity, 
but that die legal status of the 
child should not be considered 
in isolation from the other 
factors involved. 

“ We would like to think rhat 
there would 'be a further oppor¬ 
tunity of deriding what is tbe 
best legal status for a child 
born of ArD. which would mini¬ 
mize the risks involved”, she 
said.

Universities 
lose foreign 
applications

Applications to universities 
from home students have risen 
by 4 per cent compared with 
the same time last year, while 
applications from overseas 
students have fallen by 12. per 
cent, according to figures pub¬ 
lished yesterday by the Univer¬ 
sities Central Council on 
Admissions (UCCA). 

Women accounted for tbe 
entire increase among home 
candidates, their applications 
showing a rise of 5 per cent 
over 1979, while applications 
from men fell by 1 per cent. 
Women accounted for 44 per 
cent of home candidates apply¬ 
ing for entry this October. 

The drop in applications from 
overseas students appears par¬ 
ticularly big because of the 
high number of applicants last 
year. But there is still a 6 per 
cent drop compared with 1978. 

The UCCA suggests that 
many overseas applicants may 
not have heard about the big 
increase in fees for overseas 
students this autumn. If that 
is so, the proportion of appli¬ 
cants able to take up an oner 
of a place will fait even more 
sharply 

The Commons Select Com¬ 
mittee on Education, Science 
and the Arts, and the overseas 
development subcommittee of 
the Commons Foreign Affairs 
Committee .hope to publish 
their reports on May 13 on the' 
implications of the Govern¬ 
ment’s derision to increase 
overseas students* fees, pro¬ 
vided that they can be printed 
by then. 

Applications from home and 
overseas candidates to civil 
engineering and mechanical 
engineering courses are sub¬ 
stantially down (by 16 per cent 
and 8 per cent 1 respectively), 
but there have been big 
increases in three other engin¬ 
eering fields: aeronautical (1+ 
per cent); electrical (12 per 
cent); and general (8 per cent)..

Study on monitoring hazardous load

IThe feasibility of a system of 
advance warnings to emergency 
services of the _ presence and 
nature of potentially hazardous 
loads in chemical-carrying tan¬ 
kers in urban areas was dis¬ 
cussed at Middlesbrough yester¬ 
day.

Jail temi of former football

Benefits chief attacks plan 
to cut payments to strikers 


Law on police privilege urged

The Govern mem's pl.m m cut 
! social security payments to 
strikers and their families was 
attacked yesterday by Profes¬ 
sor David Donnison, chairman 
of riie governmenr-spnnsored 
Supplementary Benefits 

Commission. Professor Donni- 
son. who is retiring in October, 
■>aid i he Government's decision 
to presume that unions would 
pay members on strike £12 a 
week was ’* socially divisive 
and politically provocative 

The professor, who was on a 
fact-finding tour of West York¬ 
shire meeting social security 
staff and union represent¬ 
atives, said at a press con¬ 
ference' in Huddersfield thac 
the £12 rule would save in an 
average year only a tiny frac¬ 
tion of the social security pay¬ 
ments : about £5m or £6m. 
Most strikers did not • claim 


social security. During the 
recent steel strike only about 
30 per cent of strikers made 
claims and in most strikes 
which lasted fur le-x ih.in a 
fortnight no claims ai all were 
made. 

The principle of pjym;-ms to 
families of strikers went back 
before the First World War 
and other countries accepted 
that support should be given 
ra persons involved in dis¬ 
putes. “ We must have a com¬ 
mitment to ensure that people 
do not starve ”, he said. 

The professor also attacked 
the decision to scran the pay¬ 
ment of supplementary allow¬ 
ances to the sick and elderly 
to help pay for home helps. 
“ We cannot help them and we 
cannot help those who have 
been told by councils that they 
will have to pay in future for 
the service of home helps ”, be 
said.

ing officers could not be pro¬ 
duced as evidence. Officers 
could not be questioned oo 
them. 


Mrs'Lillian Shaw, a niece of 
Mr Kelly, said yesterday that a 
letter of protest about the con¬ 
duct of the inquest had been 
sent during its opening week 
to Sir Harold Wilson, Labour 
MP for Huyion. 

She said it was unfair that 
while officers' statements had 
not been produced, civilian 
witnesses had been questioned 
over inconsistencies in their 
own previous statements. TL J ey 
had been “ badgered and con¬ 
fused ”, Mrs Shaw said. 
Despite assurances, the inquest 
had not beard all the evidence 
available. 

Mr Jones said yesterday that 
if the assurance of confidentia¬ 
lity was withdrawn from 
officers during interviews over 
complaints, thg federation 
would advise them not to 
answer questions without a 
solicitor being present. 

That was the same right a 
member of rhe public was enti¬ 
tled to, he said.

An organtzation designed to 
help north-west England in its 
fight to secure a fair share of.

lished formally today. 

The Norrh-Wesc Councils’ 
Association, modelled on a simi¬ 
lar and successful body which . 
was formed in the North-east : 
two year® will have repre¬ 
sentatives on it from Greater. 
Manchester, Merseyside. Lan- 
cashii-e. Cheshire aud Cumbria. 

Since the Government 
abolished the economic plan¬ 
ning councils in the regions, 
political and industrial leaders ■ 
of all persuasions in die North-, 
west have felt the lack of a 
cohesive body to lobby central 
government 

The requiremenr for such a 
body is particularly important 
in the North-west where the un¬ 
employment total is the second- 
highesr in the country, where, 
there are still vast tracts of 
derelier land inherited from the 
industrial revolution and where 
there is a marked feeling that 
the area is disadvantaged com¬ 
pared with the South-east. 

The association will he ad¬ 
ministered by each of the five 
county councils in turn for a 
year, with Greater Manchester 
taking on the first duty 

Cumbria, which is officially in 
the Government’s “ Northern ” 
region, centred on Newcastle 
upon Tyne, lias opted to join 
the association as well as re¬ 
maining a member of the North 
of England County Council's 
Association, which also em¬ 
braces Northumberland, Tyne ’ 
and Wear, Durham and Cleve-' 
land.

The pilot and navigator of a 
Tornado swingwing combat air¬ 
craft were killed when it 
crashed on a development 
flight in West Germany on 
Wednesday. Both men were 
West Germans. 

It was tbe second crash of 
s Tornado virhin 12 months. A 
British-manned Tornado came 
down in the Irish Sea last June 
with the loss of both crewmen. 

British .Aerospace, which is a 
partner in the Tornado project 
with aircraft companies in Ger¬ 
many and Italy, said yesterday 
that the test programme was 
continuing and that there was 
no reason at present why the 
aircraft should be grounded. 

A total of 21 Tornados are 
flying and have spent 3.500 
hour; in the air since the 
document \ maiden flight five and a half 
of having I years ago. 

The aircrafr, which crashed 
about 10 Omiles from its base 
ar Manchiog, outside Munich, 
was number 04 and the second 
West German prototype. It first 


flew in 1975 and bad made 330 
flights. It had been used mainly 
for tests on the advanced avia¬ 
tion electronics that are to be 
fitted to the Tornado when it 
joins the air forces of the part¬ 
ner nations in the early 19SUs. 

British Aerospace gave the 
names of the crew as Herr 
Lodwig Obermeicr, pilot, and 
Herr Kurt Schreiber, navigator. 
Both were aged 42 and were 
civilians employed bv the Wert 
German company MBE. 

An inquiry into the crash 
began immediately. 

Tbe £9m aircraft has variable 
gecnetry wings enabling it to 
loiter near a target at low 
speed, or to carry out sorties 
at twice the speed of sound.

side. 

Mr Tuerel, aged 63, was hit 
by two shots in the shoulder 
and chest. He was later re 
ported to be in a satisfactory 
condition in hospital. The 
bodyguard, who was hit in the 
face, was listed as seriously ill. 

Shortly after the shooting a 
telephone caller told news 
agency offices in rhe citv that 
rhe attack was carried nut by a 
group calling itself “Justice 
for Armenian Genocide.”

Afghanistan proposes 
peace meeting 
with its neighbours

Moscow, April 17 
The beleaguered Afghan 
Government today called for 
calks with Iran and Pakistan 
to normalize their relations, 
and put forward four other 
proposals which, it said, would 
ensure peace and security in 
the region. 

Tass reported from Kabul 
that the central committee of 
the ruling pro-Soviet Demo¬ 
cratic Party has ussued die 
plan to coincide with the second 
anniversary of the April revolu¬ 
tion. This brought the commun¬ 
ists to power and provoked the 
bitter opposition of Muslim 
tribesmen, 

Tass said the Afghan Govern¬ 
ment proposed calling, without 
any preliminary conditions, a 
conference to “normalize the 
situation in the region as a 
whole and draft a pact of peace, 
securitv and cooperation of Che 
countries of the region ”. 

It also called for ralks by the 
governments of the region on 
lowering the level of military 
spending, reduction of arma¬ 
ments and armed forces with 
appropriate international guar¬ 
antees of security”. 

Two other measures included 
talks on how to reduce tension 
and ill-will in the region's 
edia in order to create an 
atmosphere of confidence and 
mutual understanding, and reg¬ 
ional consultations of countries 
on the Indian Ocean and Gulf 
zones to make the two seas a 
zone of peace with appropriate 
international guarantees. 

Ever since the visit of Mr 
Shah Muhammad Dost, the 
Afghan Foreign Minister, to 
Moscow last month. Western

Britain is 
hopeful 
on unity

Britain is reasonably hopeful 
that economic sanctions against 
Iran will be agreed by all EEC 
members when their Foreign 
Minister meet in Luxembourg 
on Monday and Tuesday.

Nine remain split oyer US call 
for trade sanctions on

EEC member states are still 
deeply split over turn to res¬ 
pond to American demands for 
trade sanctions against Iran des¬ 
pite last week's agreement at a 
meeting of the nine foreign 
ministers in Lisbon on the need 
to demonstrate solidarity with 
President Carter. 

The initiative taken by the 
European Commission yesterday 
in announcing chat the Rome 
Treaty could be used as the 
legal basis, for imposing sanc¬ 
tions has irritated some member 
states. They see the Commis¬ 
sion’s move' as a unwarranted 
attempt to hustle the Com¬ 
munity into a decision. 

A great deal of high pressure 
diplomacy will be needed over 
the next few days if differences 
are to be ironed out in time to 
enable the foreign ministers to 
maintain a common front when 
they meet in Luxembourg next 
week to discuss Iran. 

In preparatory discussions 
among EEC representatives this 
week, the French have argued 
strongly against the imposition 
of sanctions, which they do not 
think will be effective in secur¬ 


ing the release of the American 
hostages. They are even more 
adamantly opposed to a rupture 
of diplomatic relations with 
Iran. 

The West Germans who feel 
more closely dependent on 
American goodwill for their 
security than other member 
states, support the Commission 
in. its view that trade sanctions 
could be imposed under Article 
113 of the Rome Treaty. They 
insist that such action should 
be agreed next week. 

The British have committed 
themselves to support President 
Carter and agree with the 
Germans that article 113 would, 
be the appropriate legal instru¬ 
ment. However, Britain favours' 
a two-stage approach whereby 
pressure would be gradually 
tightened on the Iranians. . 

In the first stage, collective., 
commercial sanctions could be' 
applied, coupled with restric¬ 
tions on loans and credit and 
the cancellation of service con¬ 
tracts under negotiation. 
(There are, for example, plans 
for a contract between British 
Airways and Iran Air to service 
Iranian aircraft). 

If this failed to secure the 
release of the American host¬ 


ages within a specified time, 
the second stage would 'go into 
operation, leading to a full 
Wade embargo and the break¬ 
ing off of diplomatic links. It 
is hot yer.cfear what support 
this two-pitase approach' has 
among other member states. 

Betides France, -other -mem¬ 
ber states with, serious doubts 
about the wisdom and ef ficacy 
of the action demanded of the 
EEC by President Carter, are 
Ireland, Denmark and Italy. 
The Italians -are parti cuiarly 
worried about th’e possibility of 
reprisals against the' large 
number of their nationals—said 
to be about 1,800 l ivin g in 
Iran.

Israeli Defence Minister 
calls for early election

Tel Aviv, April 17 

At a timt of uncertainty about 
the future of rfre Middle East 
peace process, Israel's turbulent 
internal politics have been 
thrown into confusion by an 
unexpected call from Mr Ezer 
Weizman, the Defence Minister, 
for early elections to save the 
country from its present 
malaise. 

Mr Weizman's characteristi¬ 
cally outspoken remarks were 
made in a live television inter¬ 
view last night and were 
apparently timed to secure 
maximum impact when Mr 
Menacbem Begin, the Prime 
Minister, was absent in Wash¬ 
ington. None of the interview 
was cleared in advance with the 
coalition Cabinet. 

As well as calling for a 
general election well before 
November, 1981 when the 
Government's term of office 
expires, Mr Weizman also 
hinted srroogjy that he might 
be willing to switch allegiance 
and sene in a future Labour 
administration. “ I will do wbat 
is good for the people of Israel 
and good for me,” he said. 

Mr Weizman’s criticism has 
inevitably revived speculation 
about the future, of Mr Begin’s 
shaky and divided coalition 
whose popularity has fallen to 
an aJJ-rirne low in recent 
opinion polls. According to the 
polls, the Opposition would win 
sufficient seats to form Israel's 
first non-coalition Government 
if elections were held now. 

Looking confident and 
relaxed, Mr Weizman told his 
surprised interviewers that he 
did not believe that the Gov¬ 
ernment could improve on its 
present performance or tbatit 
was likely that it would run its 
full term. “ The time has come 
for some serious soul-search¬ 
ing,” he declared. “We have to 
jolt the people out of their 
depression and move ahead.’’ 

The Defence Minister also 
spoke out strongly in favour of 
rhe idea of introducing Pales¬ 
tinian autonomy in the Gaza 
Strip before introducing it in 


the West Bank. This suggestion 
has often been put forward by 
President Sadat of Egypt but 
is firmly opposed by Mr Begin. 

Reports from -Washington 
indicated that Mr Begin and bis 
entourage were infuriated by 
the content and timing of Mr 
Weizman's attack, but the 
Israeli Prime Minister refused 
to comment on the remarks of 
bis Herat Party colleague 
before his return to -Israel 
tomorrowk- He will then hold 
urgent consultations with the 
party’s central committee. 

Many Government supporters 
were quick to attack Mr Weiz¬ 
man, whose doveish views on 
settlements and other issues 
have earned him many enemies 
among hawks in and outside 
the Cabinet. Mr Ylgal Hurwitl, 
the Finance Minister, said that 
Mr Weizman must draw the 
necessary conclusions from his 
criticism and resign. 

Left-wing politicians warmly 
welcomed the interview and 
claimed rhac it added weight to 
the growing campaign for an 
early poll. 

Although the interview has 
raised a question mark over 
both the coalition's and Mr 
Weizman’s future, a number of 
political observers pointed out 
that rhe Government has shown 
resilience in surviving a num¬ 
ber of potentially mortal blows, 
including last year’s resignation 
of Mr Moshe Dayan.

Libyans show trials on

Tripoli, April 17 

The most compelling viewing 
on Libyan television at present 
is a nightly programme with 
the pungency that only real life 
drama can produce. 

A man sits, in lonely promin¬ 
ence, in the centre of a large, 
crowded room slumped in a 
chair before a panel of three of 
his peers. 

The man is sweating. He is 
plump and wearing the tradi¬ 
tional robes of the Maghreb 
and is clearly in a state oF un¬ 
ease. He looks shamefacedly 
at the floor as the panel, casu¬ 
ally dressed in Western style, 
pour out a litany of accusa¬ 
tions. He shifts uneasily in 
his seat as he makes an abject 
confession of the error of his 
ways. 

The star of this real life pro¬ 
duction is Mr Badri All Hassan, 
until recently the national 
director of Libyan Arab Air¬ 
lines and now appearing before 
a revolutionary tribunal accused 
of large-scale corruption- 


accepting bribes and salting 
away funds abroad. 

A videotape of the proceed¬ 
ings has been transmitted for 
an hour or so several nigbts 
this week. It is only the latest 
of a score or more of such pro¬ 
grammes. which are the public 
manifestation of an extensive 
government campaign against 
corruption. 

The campaign has been in 
progress for the past two 
months and the accused include 
bank managers, immigration 
and customs officials, muni¬ 
cipal administrators, contrac¬ 
tors, prosperous businessmen, 
even security agents and 
military officers up to the rank 
of colonel. 

Libya is attempting to com¬ 
bine speedy materia] develop¬ 
ment, financed by its oil 
wealrh. with the ausrerity of 
revolutionary socialism. Inevit¬ 
ably, the more questionable 
aspects of private enterprise— 
the kick-backs and profiteering 
—are clashing with the puri¬ 
tanical a ideals of Colonel 
Gaddafi, the Libyan leader. 


The televised tribunals have 
been traorsraitted for their 
deterrent value and their 
impact has been considerable. 
Foreign businessmen. who 
swarm through Tripoli airport, 
report that an atmosphere of 
caution and apprehension, even 
plain fear, prevails among their 
Libyan associates. 

“ Nobody wants to be 
seen doing business with a 
foreigner.” said one. “ It is vir¬ 
tually impossible to get anyone 
to make 2 decision for fear they 
will be accused of taking a 
bribe." 

It is difficult to put a figure 
on rhe number of people swept 
away in the purge. The estimate 
most frequently heard is about 
300, but some believe it could 
be several thousands. 

Government officials readily 
admit thac the purge is exten¬ 
sive. 

“In the Libyan Jamahiriya 
there is no government except 
char of the masses, so there is 
no way of telling", said one 
cheerfully. 


It is generally agreed by gov¬ 
ernment officials and foreign 

observers thac those to suffer 
from the campaign are the new 
middle-class elements, many oE 
whom were fortunate enough to 
make big profits during the first 
five years of the revolution. 
Many’ have been dismayed to 
find ihe revolutionary zeal con¬

Republican candidate’s election assertions come under belated scrutiny 

American press turns more sceptical eye on Mr Reagan

One of the abiding sorrows of 
American journalism is the 
memory of the 196S ejection, 
when it is said that the press 
failed to question Mr Richard 
Nixon adequately on hi-, pro¬ 
gramme and character, and thus 
failed to inform the public of 
the nature of the man. 

The papers (and television I 
spent their lime wa , 'l:mg over 

Mr Hubert Humphrey, vhn lose 
by a narrow margin. The mure 
ibiiroughgoing nf .journalistic 
ruasncliisis therefore blame 
themselves for Mr Vivun's many 
failings in nffice. 

They are now turning their 
attention, rather belatedly and 
reluctantly, ro Mr Ronald' Rea¬ 
gan, promising themselves, their 
editors and their readers that 
his policies and his personality 
will he adequately reported be¬ 
tween now and November. 

The iVcti’ Yorker magazine 
carried a very critical piece 
■jbnut Mr Reagan five weeks 
ago, Time magazine and CBS 
News tnnk a cold look at him 
last week, and other papers and 
television station-, are at * 


last 


devoting time and energy to 
reporting what he says and 
analysing it. 

He calls it journalistic incest, 
and it irritates him. fie has 
been treated very kindly by the 
press so far, which has' spent 
us time looking at the motes 
in the eyes of Mr George Bush, 
Mr John Connalty, Mr John 
Anderson and various Demo¬ 
crats, while ignoring any 
beams in Mr Reagan’s. 

There is ready nothing more 
to say about any of these 
gentlemen. People have heard 
all they can stand on Chappa- 
q u id dick, and Mr Kennedy's 
New Deal economics and so 
the open season on Ronald 
Reagan has begun. 

He has been saying for 
months that Alaska' has as 
much oil as Saudi Arabia, and 
for months no newspaper both¬ 
ered to point out that the 
assertion is nonsense. Suddenly 
the press began to take his 
claims seriously and carried a 
series nf denials by pruminent 
specialists in the Government 
and the nil industry to the 
effect that Mr Reagan's figures 
were wrong. The candidate 
stuck to his guns, insisting that 



his sources weft as good as 
anyone ehw'v Unfortunately he 
cannot remember who his 
sources are. 

He has been making speeches 
and broadcasts on a variety nf 
subjects for 20 years, giving 
little homilies on texts culled 
front newspaper clippings 
and overheard remarks. His 
speeches are mare practised 
and spontanc?irs than the 
laboured offerings of other 
politicians, whose staffs have 
studied deeply tu fill them with 
the most up-to-date information. 
Now that reporters are analys¬ 
ing Mr Rezgj.n's speeches care¬ 
fully. he will have to change 
his style. 

The oi! statistic is an 
important one for him, because 
he uses i: ro justify his con¬ 
tention that there is no energy 
crisis, that it :s uli the fault of 


the Government which has only 
to “free” the oil companies to 
guarantee for the United States 
as much oil as it could ever 
. , , . 

If he can be persuaded that, 
in fart, the United States is 
not going to become self- 
sufficient in oil again, then he 
might be forced to admit that 
tie world is a much more com¬ 
plicated place than he claims ro 
believe it is. 

So far. he has not changed 
his pitch very much. J4e did 
withdraw a claim that veterans 
of rhe Vietnam war were not 
eligible for the benefits enjoyed 
bv veterans of earlier wars, and 
he has admitted that the size 
of the federal bureaucracy has 
nut increased under President 
Carter nearly as much as he 
claimed. He blamed a couple of 
generals for misleading him 
over veterans benefits, and says 
that hi.-- figure on federal 
employment, though too high, 
was better than the one offered 
by CBS News. 

This sort of thing will con¬ 
tinue, and will become mucb 
more serious after the conven¬ 
tions when presumably Mr Rea¬ 
gan and Mr Carter will be the 


two candidates. Mr Reagan will 
have to renounce his savoured 
generalities and patriotic exhor¬ 
tations and get down to 
specifics. 

It was the same trap that 
nearly lost Mr Carter the 1876 
election. He won the nomina¬ 
tion on generalities, most not¬ 
ably the claim to be more 
honest, good, kind, loving and 
compassionate than anyone else. 
During the campaign, people 
wanted to know more about him 
and his policies, and until quite 
late in the race he proved un¬ 
able to offer any convincing 
policy reasons why he should be 
preferred to President Ford. 

However high inflation and 
unemployment, however disas¬ 
trous Mr Carter’s foreign policy, 
his challenger will have to offer 
a coherent and justifiable policy 
for the country. The press i* 
probably doing Mr Reagan an 

immense favour by forcing him 
(or trving to force bixn) to stop 
talking nonsense now. It will 
give him a much more solid 
base for the campaign in the 
autumn, and a head start over 
Mr Carter who has done no 
campaigning at ail.

Dominican Republic’s embassy 
here by the M-19 movement. 

The Amnesty report is be¬ 
lieved to cover a wid erange 


of charges including the high 
level of arrests for purely poli¬ 
tical reasons under a controver¬ 
sial statute of security, the 
subsequent trials by military 
tribunals at which defendants 
are denied defence by civilian 
lawyers, and tbe use of torture 
by security forces. 

A dear indication of the 
Government’s eventual response 
to tbe amnesty report has 
emerged from a Foreign 
Ministry memorandum to the 
diplomatic corps, outlining a 
strategy to discredit Amnesty 
abroad. 

This is followed by the 
charge that Amnesty probably 
views M-19’s action in seizing 
the embassy as an “ heroic 
act”. 


Karamanlis 
presidential 
move soon

Athens. April 17 

Mr Constantine Karamanlis, 
the Greek Prime Minister, told 
his cabinet today that he will 
announce his decision on 
whether to sijnd for election 
as President ur the Republic 
within the next 4S hours. 

The 300 Greek depurics were 
notified today that Parliament 
will meet next Wednesday tn 
elect the next president. The 
tenure of President Constan¬ 
tine Tsatsos, who was elected 
in 1975, expires in June. Mr 
Tsarsos is likely to be a candi¬ 
date for reeiecrion only if Mr 
Karamanlis decides not to 
stand. 

Few Greeks doubt that Mr 
Kjramanlis will seek ro become 
bead of state, yet even after 
today's Cabinet meeting whicb 
fixed the date of rhe presiden¬ 
tial election, nor one of his 
ministers could say with abso¬ 
lute certainty what the Prime 
Minister’s decision was. 

Under the Greek constitution 
a two-thirds majority, or 200 
votes out of 300, will be needed 
on Wednesday to elect rhe pre¬ 
sident in the first ballot. Mr 
Karamanlis can count oo the 
support of the 174 deputies of 
the ruling New Democracy, but 
the two main opposition par¬ 
ties. which together control 
304 seats, are hostile to his 
election. 


Trials of Tolbert officials open 
as Monrovia returns to normal 


Monrovia, April 17.—Troops 
of a counter-insurgency unit 
created by the late President 
William Tolbert have killed a 
member of the Liberian mili¬ 
tary administration that over¬ 
threw’ and killed the President 
on Saturday, military sources 
said. 

Troops of the unit also tried 
but failed lo ambush some 
soldiers supporting the People’s 
Redemption Council set up 
after rhe coup by Sergetanr 
Samuel Doe, the new head of 
state, the sources added. 

The council member who was 
killed on Monday has not been 
identified but the sources said 
that those responsible were 
caught and imprisoned. 

Mr Tolbert’s widow, Victoria, 
was moved out of prison and 
placed under house arrest in 
the presidential - mansion, 
sources close to the ousted True 
Whig Party said. 

Despite pressure from church 
leaders to secure the release of 
Mr Tolbert’s daughters, one of 
them, Mrs Woki Tubman, 
remained under, house arrest 
while others were in jail. 

Monrovia’s Robertsfield in¬ 
ternational airport reopened 
yesterday as well as a second¬ 
ary national airport, but border 
points remained dosed and a 
large-scale search went on For 
the former President’s eldest 
son, Mr A. B. Tolbert, the 
counti-rfs labour leader, as well 


as for tbe unnamed hezd of 
the counter-iniurgenct’ unit. 

A dusk-to-ddwn curteiv stayed 
in force but, in dav lime. Mon¬ 
rovia began to return to normal. 
Cars filled the streets and 
many shops and schools 
reopened. 

A five-mail military tribunal 
has begun questioning Mr 
Joseph Chesson, the former 
Minister of Justice, in the first 
trial of a member of the 
previous government. 

Monrovia radio said that Mr 
Chesson denied having accu¬ 
mulated wealth illegally as 
Minister of Justice. He also 
denied surpressing the rights 
of the people and trying tn 
prevent the formation of a 
second political party in 
Liberia. Mr Reginald Town¬ 
send. the True Whigs’ national 
chairman, was to be tried 
today, according to the mis¬ 
sionary station radio Eliva. 

The' " People’s Progressive 
Party, under Mr . Gabriel 
Bacchus Matthews, the present 
Foreign- Minister,- was founded 
in January but banned last 
month for organizing an anti- 
Tolberr demonstration at the 
presidential palace. 

After the party- had failed to 
oust the Government with a 
largely ignored call for a 
general strike, the public was 
offered rewards for turning in 
20 of its leaders “dead or 
alive The leaders were 
arrested. 


Followers of the People's 
Progressive Party alleged that 
their imprisoned' leaders were 
beaten daily. Charges of human 
rights violations prof erred 
against the ousted officials of 
President Tolberis administra¬ 
tion. seem to refer to these 
claims. A total of 91 officials 
have been arrested. 

Mr Bacchus met Heads of 
foreign diplomatic missions 
yesterday .'and assured them 
that Liberia would honour all 
its international commitments. 

"There is no need for fear.” 
the diplomats later quoted him 
as saying. 

Mr Tolbert was buried with 
more than two dozen other 
people in a common grave in- 
Monrovia’s city cemetery on 
Tuesday. 

The bodies, partly decom¬ 
posed after being kept without 
ice -in the hot climate, were 
transported in -an oDen lorry- 
halfway through the town'from 
the .John Kennedy Hospital. 

Crowds, some of them' jeer¬ 
ing, braved the smell to take 
a last look at the dead 
President. 

Bishop Bennie Warner, the 
former Vice-President, who was 
attending a - meeting of his 
United Methodist Church in 
Nashville. Indiana, at ihe time 
of theb coup, said in Indian¬ 
apolis that be has sent a tele¬ 
gram to Monrovia tendering his 
resignation. 


Mr Crane 
withdraws 
from race 


Washington, April 17.— 
Representative Philip Crane is 
to withdraw from the Republi¬ 
can presidential race and work 
for the nomination of Mr 
Ronald Reagan, informed 
sources said here. 

Mr Crane, from Illinois, 
decided to withdraw after dis¬ 
cussing his options with his 
supporters and with Mr Reagan, 
the sources said. 

They added that Mr Crane 
wanted to confer with Mr 
Reagan on the timing^ of his 
announcement so that it would 
have the maximum impact on 
Mr Reagan's campaign for 
nomination. Pennsylvania is 
holding a key primary -on 
Tuesday. 

Mr Crane also plans to 
announce the names of ^30 
Congressmen who will support 
Mr Reagan. He is the sixth 
candidate to drop out of the 
Republican nomination race: 

Mr Crane has picked up only 
four delegate^ end has not 
actively campaigned since the 
March 18 Illinois primary in 
which he received only 2 per 
cent of the vote. 

Last week, he sent out a fund- 
raising letter to his 60,000 sup¬ 
porters in which he asked them 
to advise him on whether to 
remain in the race. Results 
were mixed with some respon¬ 
dents urging him to withdraw

After the extension of police 
powers annountied in the 
Queensland Parliament last 
week, there is now a move to 
tighten die law on abortion. 

If Mr Johannes Bjelke- 
Petersen, the conservative Pre¬ 
miere has his way. which 
seems likely. abortions in 
Queensland will be permitted 
only to save women from 
death or serious physical in¬ 
jury. The legislation will be 
introduced in Parliament 
within a week. 

The. Bill will provide for 14- 
year jail terms with hard 
labour .for. doctors who per¬ 
form illegal, abortions- Women 
who induce their own miscar¬ 
riages may. be jailed for seven 
years, also with hard labour, 
and police avilJ be given wide 
access to the records of doc¬ 
tors 3nd public hospitals. 

Women . who become ’ preg¬ 
nant after being raped or are 
considered likely to produce a: 
seriously deformed child will- 
not be allowed abortions. 

The legislation appears so 
extreme that it may have diffi¬ 
culty getting through Parlia¬ 
ment. It would be far and 
away the toughest anti-abortion 
code in Australia and would 
close the few existing fertility 
control clinics in Queensland. 

The draft is still being dis¬ 
cussed by leaders of the 
Naticnaj Parry and the Liberal. 
Party, who form Queensland’s 
coalition government 

Earlier this week, Mrs Rose¬ 


mary Kyburz, a Liberal back¬ 
bencher, described the Unborn 
Children’s Protection Bill, as it

It would permit abortions 
only in approved public hospi 
tals and in cases where 
woman faces death, is likely to 
commit suicide or would suffer 
grievous injury.

Young v Supplementary 
Benefits Commission 


Before Mr Justice Comyu 

Payments made to the mother 
of an illegitimate child by the 
father for the child’s maintenance 
and education, pursuant to an 
order under the Affiliation Pro¬ 
ceedings Act, 1957, must not be 
aggregated with the mother’s re¬ 
sources under paragraph 3(2) of 
Schedule 1 to the Supplementary 
Benefits Act, 1976, for the pur¬ 
pose of determining the amount 
of the mother’s 
benefit. 

His Lwdsbip allowed an appeal 
by the mother-, Mrs Veda Laralne 
Young, of Sherborne, Dorset, 
from a decision of Yeovil Supple¬ 
mentary Benefit Appeal Tribunal, 
on appeal by her from a deter¬ 
mination of the Supplementary 
Benefits Commission granting . a 
supplementary allowance of £9.40 
a week, that tbe resources avail¬ 
able to. her one-year-old daughter, 
should be aggregated with her 
resources. 

The. commission was granted, 
leave under section 32(3)(a) of tbe 
Administration of Justice Act, 
3969, to lodge a “ leapfrog" 
appeal direct to the House of 
Lords. 

Paragraph 3(2) of Schedule 3 to 
the 1976 Act provides ; 41 Where 
a person has to provide for the 
requirements of. another person 
who is a member of the same 
household ... (a) the require¬ 
ments of that other person may, 
and if he has not attained the age 
of 16 shall,- be aggregated with, 
and treated as, those of the first 
mentioned person; and (b) where 
their requirements are so aggre¬ 
gated, their resources.. shall be 
similarly aggregated,”

The wretched introductiun to 
ihe season of Soviet films now 
thawing 3L the National Fim 
Theatre contains this line: “Any 
encounter with a cinema so 
accessible . . . must raise more 
questions than can be ans¬ 
wered within a short season." 
The fate of Soviet films which 
are not “ accessible ** is ne<nly 
demon strata d by the example 
of Andrei Tarkovst^-’s Afirror, 
which arrives in London this 
week. 

All Soviet artists must make 
their work “ accessible ” to the 
masses. If they do not, they 
arc castigated and their work 
is supressed. Within this atmo¬ 
sphere of intrusive, paternalist 
philistinism the Soviet artist 
has either bowed in his mas¬ 
ters or lived in despair. Thus 
Dmitri Shostakovich was 
prompted to make his “reply 
to just criticism ”, and buried 
his sadness in his music. 

Film-makers are further 
cursed with Lenin's thoughts 
on cinema. Like Gocbbcis, 
Lenin understood the power 
of films as a popular art and 
the Soviet authorities have 
been trimming Soviet films into 
a popular mould ever since, 
from Sergei Eisenstein to 
Sarkis Paradjanov. If films are 
not considered popular enough 
in their appeal, they are given 
“ third category " status—offi¬ 
cial disapproval and banish¬ 
ment to small, uncomfortable 
bails on the friuges of cities 
with limited screenings. 

This fate befell Tarkovsky’s 
Mirror, which was deemed not 
"accessible" enough, ft is cer¬ 
tainly not an easy film to un¬ 
derstand. When I saw it two 
years ago in Paris. I was left 
puzzled. And, seeing it again 
this week, my bewHdenneiit is, 
if anything, more severe. 

But, while difficult to under¬ 
stand, there can be no doubt 
as to the film’s artistic worth 
or Tarkovsky’s genius. It is a 
dazzingly beautiful film, fasci¬ 
nating in its visual splendour, 
tearing in its leaps forward 
and backward in time and its 
wandering, dislocated plot. I 
shall happily return to it again 
and again, as I revisit 
favourite paintings or reread 
special books.

The other sin which Tar¬ 
kovsky committed in making 
Afirror was to make an _ auto¬ 
biographical film. Officially 
approved Soviet films must be 
“ objective ”, telling of a gen¬ 
eral experience. Tarkovsky’s 
previous - films, Andrei Roublev 
and Solaris, were criticized and 
restricted on this ground. It 
would be a foolish person who 
could say with any certainty 
whaz Afirror is about in detail, 
bur Tarkovsky has explained 
that it is about his upbringing, 
his mother and father, his wife 
and his understanding of world 
events during his childhood. 

The film is a Tarkovsky 
family effort. The voice of his 
father, Arseny Tarkovsky, a 
poet, is beard reading his work 


to accompany certain scenes 
and Tarkovsky's mother, L. 
Tarkovskaya, plays the mother 
of the narrator, an invisible 
presence who represents Tar¬ 
kovsky himself. 

Incidents in Tarkovsky's 
childhood are restaged—time 
spent in the country with bis 
mother, flipping through tbe 
o-ld art books which a previous 
occupant bad left in their 
dacha, being taught how to 
fire a rifle and throw a 
grenade—as are moments from 
bis mother's life, inchiding a 
sad. Stalinist memory of rush¬ 
ing in horror to inspect the 
proofs of a book in a priming 
works to expunge a feared mis¬ 
print about Stalin. 

The film has many layers— 


musical, visual, aural, intellec¬ 
tual—so that it appears as a 
montage of memories, a scrap¬ 
book of growing up. Colour is 
used for more prominent mem¬ 
ories, monochrome for dreams 
and half-remembered snatches 
of life. The slow, deliberate 
tracking of the camera allows 
ail the details of a scene to be 
noticed and enjoyed. Old news¬ 
reels. with some unheroic foot¬ 
age of the Red Army on the 
march, add a sense of com¬ 
monly perceived time. 

It is aa experience which 
should not be missed. Tbe 
vicious irony is that, while the 
film remains restricted for 
showing to _ Soviet audiences, 
the authorities are pleased for 
it to be released abroad in 


order to earn the precious 
foreign currency needed to 
plug the holes in the imperfect 
Soviet economy. 

In 1976 the Oscar tor best 
picture went to Rocky, 
directed by Sylvester SralLlie. 
about a no-boper boxer whose 
determination leads him to 
fight for the world heavy¬ 
weight championship. The 
film’s likable verve was main¬ 
tained by Stallone’s own deter¬ 
mination that this, his first 
film, turned down by every 
studio except the last, should 
be a success. Stallone achieved 
his ambition but Rocky lost on 
points. 

Rocky II is not so much a 
sequel as a remake of tbe orig¬ 
inal. The cast remains intact— 


Stallone himself as the boxer, 
Talia Shire his timid wife, Bur¬ 
gess Meredith his plucks train¬ 
er—and only, the ending of the 
film has been changed, and 
even then not by very much. It 
is as If Rocky baG been reas¬ 
sembled frame for frame, blow 
fnr blow, but with a happier 
ending. 

The story of Poto and 
Caben&o is not as interesting 
as it at first appears. In 1977 
identical twin girls, Grace and 
Virginia Kennedy, were dis¬ 
covered by speech therapists in 
San Diego to be speaking in 
their own language. At the age 
of six they could not speak 
English. The case was fascinat¬ 
ing to linguists and attractive 
enough for Jean-Pierre Gorin, 
a French film-maker who had 
written scripts for Jean-Luc 
Godard, to bring a camera and 
crew to record the discovery. 

The film is disappointing. 
The girls, it turns out, had not 
made up their own language 
but were victims of their 
parents' and grandmothers’ 
woefully inadequate vocab¬ 
ulary- The father spoke with a 
Georgian drawl, the mother in 
broken Englisb, and both 
would slip in and out of Ger¬ 
man to contact tbe wife’s 
mother, who shared their home 
and who, in the many years 
she had lived in America, had 
only grasped a handful of 
English words. 

Gorin's film is hardly articu¬ 
late, presenting the evidence in 
a ramshackle way, narrated by 
himself in Chevalier English 
and most unci-irical of the 
opinions of the therapists, 
whose own speech is shock¬ 
ingly imprecise and lazy. His 
inability to explain the events 
clearly is made up for, in part, 
by hi‘s good sense in noticing 
how the whole family had suf¬ 
fered by the intrusive inquisit¬ 
iveness of tbe press. 

Boardwalk brings to mind 
those eerie propaganda films of 
the Third Reich which showed 
German speakers in countries 
soon to be invaded being hai- 
assed and victimized by the 
local population, usually in¬ 
cited by book-nosed Jews. In 
Boardwalk, ironically, it is the 
Jewish community in Coney 
Island, Brooklyn, who are ter¬ 
rorized by a gang of black mug¬ 
gers. 

Directed with conspicuous 
film-school style by Stephen 
Verona, the film shows no dis¬ 
cretion, overkilling the dubious 
moral messages about racial 
harmony and sickeningly indul¬ 
gent in its milking of the geria¬ 
tric Love Story element, in 
which Ruth Gordon haras to a 
suitably bored-looking Lee 
Strasberg. Janet Leigh is 
among a solid cast who try but 
fall to save the film from 
absurdity.

Last night’s television

Last night’s Play for Today by 
Lionel Goldstein was a 
curiously uneasy exercise ded¬ 
icated to inspiring in its 
audience a curious unease. It 
opeaed with the neutral bland¬ 
ness normally associated with 
routine documentaries; a 
motorway arrest, tight-lipped 
protests from cie civilized mid¬ 
dle-aged protagonist, and die 
implication that a wartime hor¬ 
ror suddenly exhumed would 
be deftly and painlessly dealt 
with. 

It then became apparent chat 
the protagonist was morbidly 
confused. He had once taken 
the law into his own hands 
and murdered an SS man after 
first malting him dig his own 
grave. He had long since 
sqiBred the matter with has 
conscience but here he was,. 30 
years later, consciously risking 
arraignment by' setting foot 


once more on German soil. 
The nature of the psychologi¬ 
cal business he had thus 
chosen to finish surprised both 
him and everyone round him: 
resisting increasingly desperate 
advice to make a comfortable 
plea of manslaughter be found 
himself defiantly opening up 
questions about - the moral 
basis on which war crimes 
were now being cried. The do- 
it-yourself execution had been 
merely a temporary pallirtive, 
and he had been left wkh an 
obsessive desire to resurrect 
his victim’s shade and put it 
on permanent triaL 

The main thrust of The Exe¬ 
cutioner was-, psychological, 
concerned as it was both to 
delineate a lifelong obsession 
with revenge and also to 
describe the contemporary Ger¬ 
mans’ ambivalent attitude to 
their past, as their natural 
desire to sweep it under tbe 
carpet gradually ^ triumphed 

over the masochistic determi¬ 
nation to keep it grinning 
down at them from the mantel¬ 
piece. 


The private theme was, in 
the event, slightly more suc¬ 
cessfully handJeii than the 
public one. Paul Rogers nicely 
portrayed the central 
character's disintegration and 
subsequent recovery as he 
faced up to bis true feelings 
and accepted his Jewish back¬ 
ground, and the scenes be¬ 
tween him and his wife (Joyce 
Redman) were tersely effec¬ 
tive. Much of the action con¬ 
cerned the protagonist’s 
encounters with officialdom, 
however, and here we got 
stereotypes rather than 
characters, and dialogue which 
was too perfunctory to be dra¬ 
matic. 

Under . Ken Ives’s characteris¬ 
tically austere direction the cast 
were'induced to inject the plot 
widi as much drive and 
urgency as it would bear, but 
for too much of the time the 
author seemed concerned to 
hammer home bis important 
message rather than to tell a 
story; hence the unease of the 
exercise.

Wednesday’s Royal Philhar¬ 
monic Society concert was plan¬ 
ned for Gennadi Rozhdestvensky 
to conduct, and was typical of 
his recent programmes with the 
BBC Symphony Orchestra—a 
Russian work and two by Knng 
English composers. This season 
the RPS is featuring concert- 
ante works by British composers 
of this century. So here was 
Walton’s much loved viohn 
concerto, first heard here 39 
years ago at an RPS concert, 
then played by Henry Holst 
(the dedicatee, Jascha Heifetz, 
unable to cross tbe Atlantic in 
wartime), this time by Gyorgy 
Pauk. 

As a match for it Rozhdes- 
vensky would conduct the first 
London performance of William 
Alwyn’s fifth and most recent 


symphony, composed as long 
ago as 1973. but familiar from 
a fine performance on records, 
perhaps included here as a 
tribute to die composer’s forth¬ 
coming seventy-fifth birthday. 
The other symphony was Pro¬ 
kofiev’s fifth, and it so happens 
that both British works include 
a passing but distinct salute to 
their Soviet colleague. 

In the event, Rozhdestvensky 
was declared unwell, and the 
programme was parcelled out 
between Nicholas Cleobury, who 
conducted the Alwyn. and 
Charles Groves who undertook 
tbe rest. It must be said tbat 
Mr Cleobury, hitherto best 
known as an organist, made a 
fine job of the Alwyn sym¬ 
phony. 

. Alwyn S is subtitled Hydrio- 
taphia, a thanksgiving for life¬ 
long enjoyment of Sir Thomas 
Browne’s 17m Burial: those who 
have relished that golden prose 
will not find the topic morbid. 
Each of Ahvyn’s four move¬ 
ments in some way reflects a 
quotation from the book 


It is Alwyn’s shortest, most 
concentrated symphony, I think 
his most eloquent. Sometimes 
one of the others, especially No 
3. seems to. rival it, and it is 
high time that concert audi¬ 
ences became more familiar 
with the extraordinarily idio¬ 
syncratic and fascinating sym¬ 
phonies of this composer, a 
radical conservative with alle- 
giances to the world. 

I hope that Rozhdestvensky 
will one day conduct it for us 
himself, and the Walton fiddle 
concerto. He has so much to 
tell us about our own music, 
as indeed had Mr Pauk on the 
subject of Walton, 1939, and 
Heifetz. Walton’s dizzy, florid 
runs, admittedly, were rushed 
off their feet (Heifetz allowed 
you to hear, not only every 
note, but the gaps in between), 
but the luscious melodies 
gained everything from Pauk's 
knowledge of Hungarian gypsy 
fiddling. When he swooned 
into the second subject of the 
finale, Heifetz was forgotten; 
there was only Walton’s music.

I enjoyed 
the frafple delicacy of Sarah 
Walker’s “Die ihr Schwebet” 
(expertly accompanied by 
Roger Vignoles) and the even 
tenderness of Mr Hemsiey’s 
“Her heiliger Josef singi”. 

His treatment of “Herr, 
was tragr der Boden hier”, a 
dialogue between Christ and 
the soul, was particularly mov¬ 
ing in its contrasting voice 
colours, its eloquent; broken 
phrases within unbroken 
breaths. 

But there was still more 
passion and intensity, I felt. 


to be drawn out of these 
trouWH settings—a greater 
vucui expressiveness to match 
the often disturbing harmonies. 

Similarly, in the secular 
songs there could have been a 
touch more whimsy - in, for 
instance. Hemstey’s “ Treibe 
nur mit Lieben Sport ** (a 
sharper observance of the 
dotted notes would have 
helped) and Walker’s “ Kopf- 
chen, Kdpfchen” which, never¬ 
theless, had some nicely 
calculated half-tones. 

Both singers seemed to 
relish more the sombre set¬ 
tings : He'msley’s "Alle gingen, 
Herz, zur Ruh ”, with its dark, 
strong vowels, and his “ Komm, 
0 Tod ” showed a full aware¬ 
ness of every poetic and 
harmonic nuance.

Private Lives 
Duchess

At ibe last West End revival 
of Private Lives Noel Coward 
was there in a box beaming 
down approval on Robert 
Stephens and Maggie Smith’s 
determined efforts to rid the 
text of all echoes of the 
Coward voice. 

Now that the owner of the 
voice has vanished from the 
scene so has the preoccupation 
with switching it off. The plaj-s 
are simply there to be - ro- 
explored; and in this Grcen- 
wich transfer by Alan Stracban 
there is no defiant attempt to 
reveal warm-blooded characters 
under the flippant profiles, li 
takes its cue from Elyot's line, 
M You mustn’t be serious.. - 
that’s what they want ”, and 
attains a level* of high-wire 
comic poise through exceUciu 
casting, and extreme sensitivity 
to line rhythms, tone of voice, 
and sense of period. 


The test for.anj- production 
oF this piece lies in the second 
act where the action comes to 
a full stop and simply exhibits 
tiie two principals’ private 
lives. 

Maria Aitken and Michael 
Jayston have the starting dis¬ 
advantage that they are not 
cabaret artists. Never mind: in 
all other respects they pull off 

the scene with complete control 
of the see-saw emotional ten¬ 
sions that keep the partners in 
motion. Far from appearing 
static, the an comes over as a 
marvellously organized series of 
trial runs towards the Wag¬ 
nerian brawl at tbe end. 

From tell-tale inflexions— 
needled surprise, assumed indif¬ 
ference, swoops of affronted 
dignity—they pinpoint the pre¬ 
cise moment from which the 
next row will inexorably 
develop; and the physical 
routines, from the formal 
dance, hands outstretched to the 
house on the gag lines, to the 
kicking and eye-gouging finale 
all hit the nail bang on the 
bead. 


Mr Jayston’s Elyot is a trim, 
anonymous figure whose 
effects depend partly on ibe 
contrast between his irreproach¬ 
ably respectable appearance and 
the mad invention and violence 
of the lines. 

Miss Airken's Amanda is the 
complete hothouse bloom, with 
huge languishing eyes and bony 
profile, switching sexual atti¬ 
tudes like so many changes of 
costume, and not afraid of 
showing her age to get the 
better of Sybil in the last act 
where she goes into a matronly 
suir and apricot cloche, the 
better to play the dignified 
hostess. 

The production also elevates 
the second couple well above 
the rank of stooges. Ian Collier 
and Jenny Quayle show them as 
norices in the marriage game, 
who are quick to learn it once 
they get a chance; particularly 
Miss Quayle who drops her 
blubbering tantrums and perks 
up no end when she finds tbat 
even she can twist the knife in 
Amanda.

The Barber of Seville 
Coliseum

The Englisb National Opera's 
new Barber of Seville has been 
slow and uncertain in making 
its way to London. After start¬ 
ing its* career two years ago. in 
Soutbsea. it was restaged last 
year and reached the Coliseum 
on Wednesday evening in this 
re-production by Patrick Libby 
with sers described as u adapted 
by” Stephen Addison. But still 
tiie company has not got it quite 
right. 

Updating the action to the 
time of the opera rather than 
that of tbe play ought to have 
a clarifying effect on personal¬ 
ities and relationships, but in 
fact a piece so artificial gams 
nothing from being cleared of 
periwigs and brocades. Frances 
Tempest's Regency costumes 
are attractive and nicely 
blended in a scheme of brown, 
mustard and lemon; Figaro be¬ 
comes quite the snappy dresser. 
However, the production fails 
to follow up the suggested line 
of realism and merely loses a 
formality that could have been 
useful in establishing a comic 
style. 

However, there were always 
the beauties of the set to_ be 
inspected, a cool and spacious 
inrerior in black and beige. The 
Figaro was Niall Murray, who 
made much of the broad smiles 
and winsome charms he custo¬ 
marily brings out for comic 
roles: the interpretation was 
nor too different from his 
Papageno. As the opera progres¬ 
sed it became hard to resist his 
vitalitv and sense of fun, but 
he did rob the character of 
dignity in playing bim as a 
cheeky errand boy. 

This staging certainly needs 
some defter wit. The chorus in 
the first act moved about with- 
our any imagination and in a 
manner oblivious to the move¬ 
ment of the music. In the second 
and third acts-the few successful 
bits of business appear to be due 
to the inventiveness and luck of 
the casr. particularly Eric 
Shilling as Dr Bartolo'. rather 
than to any keen eye for detail 
on the part of the producer. 

Graham Clark, singing 
Almaviva, craved our indulg¬ 
ence in advance for his 
bronchitis, and he will surely 
bring a fuller sound to what is 
already a clean and intelligent 
line. He will be hard put to it, 
however, to outstrip the Rosina 
of Della Jones, characterful 
throughout her voice and pro¬ 
ducing a generous supply of 
appealing tone. Any awkward¬ 
ness in her coloratura was to 
be attributed to the impossibi¬ 
lity of fitting Rossini’s wobbles 
comfortably to English vowels, 
for her Italian aria was thrown 
off with exhilarating assurance. 

Againsr Mr Shilling’s trusts', 
finicky Bartolo, Girynne Howell 
was nicely lank and dour in 
voice, as in bearing, as Don 
Basilio, and there was an ex¬ 
pressive Berta from Rosalind 
Horsington. The orchestra, in¬ 
ducted by Noel Davies, was too 
heavily tied to the beat to help 
redress the lack of brilliance 
and sparkle in the acting. 


The Magic Flute 
Sadler’s Wells

Kent Opera have long enjoyed 
a reputation for their readiness 
to rethink operas tbat others 
cake for granted. The Magic 
Flute, always liable to become 
excessively solemn in perform¬ 
ances too heavily Germanic, is 
firmly pushed the opposite way 
io their revival. 

But unfortunately it did not 
quite stay put. Roger Norruig- 
ton’s chief departure is over 
matters of tempo. Practically 
every item goes faster rhan any¬ 
one is likely to have heard it 
before. Often this is beneficial, 
especially as it is coupled with 
clear textures and airy articu¬ 
lation : the music (or ibe lighter 
characters. Papageno and Mono- 
staros. had a delightful springi¬ 
ness. and several of the ensem¬ 
bles, most of all tiie Act II 
quintet with the Ladies in the 
vaults of SarastTo’s establish¬ 
ment, gained substantially. 

Elsewhere, however, the 
effect^ was that the music was 
diminished, its import sharply 
lessened. For, like it or not. The 
Magic Flute is a profound 
opera, about the mysteries of 
the human soul: take it too 
breezily and you dispel those 
mysteries. Sarastrn cannot be 
asked to utter his tbouehts on 
Isis and Osiris at a jolly trot; ■ 
Panuna cannot express anguish 
without being allowed time to 
snape her phrases expressively 
(indeed, the tempo in “ Ach ich 
fuhl’s ” had gradually to 
broaden to permit something 
of char) ; rhe Boys cannot 
be expected to inject a 
tone of hieratic gravity—of 
which their pellucid music 
surely is meant to speak—if 
they hare to deliver it so 
perkily. Sometimes seriousness 
obstinately broke through and 
the sheer moment of the music 
and nf what it had to say forced 
Mr Norrington to modify his 
aims. But more often his speedi¬ 
ness reduced the work, and left 
us in the end with the trivial 
tones of a Magic Piccolo. 

Norman Platt’s production is 
''uite conventional: its chirf 
departure (and I dare say this 
is > mainly a matter of econo¬ 
mics) k to confine most of the 
symbolic action behind door¬ 
ways and screens at the back 

Vocally jt was distinguished 
most of all by Meryl Drawer’s 
Pamina, warm, spirited, bright 
of tone; her Tamino, Peter 
jeffes, offered some musical 
.p’liras’flg and manly, character¬ 
ful sound.

A European hero imsimg in Ms own land 


Madrid, April 17—On the day 
that Severiano Ballesteros won the 
United States Masters goif title, 
Spanish radio began a news bulle¬ 
tin with a national swimming 
record. The bulletin made no men¬ 
tion of their 23-year-old compat¬ 
riot who last Sunday became the 
youngest wearer of the coveted 
green jacket for winning the 
Masters at Augusta. 

Spain, a country which craves 
sporting heroes, possesses few of 
world class. The headlines on the 
front of the Monday newspapers 
reflected results from the week¬ 
end’s rather drab domestic foor- 
hall action, pushing news of 
Ballesteros’s triumph down The 
page. Spaniards have cot yet 
awakened to the fact that their 
countrv has produced its hottest 
International sporting • property 
since Manuel Santana won Wimble¬ 
don. 

Asked what he thought of 
Ballesteros's win, the owner of a 
Madrid bar. festooned with posters 
of Spanish sporting heros. replied : 

What ? ” and then “ Who ? " 


Such a reaction is typical in this 
land of football, boxing, cycling 
and bullfights. 

Church bells in the golfer's 
home village pealed in celebration 
of his victory but the rest of 
Spain showed scant lnrerest—a 
reaction which did,,-not surprise 
Severiano’s father, : Baldomcro. 
“ I still don’r think Severiano’s 
win will chaiure people’s attitude 
to golf in Spain ", he said. 

His words were echoed by the 
Spanish Golf Federation in 
Madrid. " I’m afraid such a re¬ 
action. or lack .of it. comes as no 
surprise to us ”, Francisco Gon¬ 
zalez- said on behalf of the federa¬ 
tion. The rederation is delighted 
at Ballesteros's win. but admits 
that ft has an uphill task to interest 
Spain in golf or Ballesteros. 

“ It’s a problem which we hope 
to overcome little by little by 
building more courses and with 
publicity drives to encourage 
more Spaniards ' to play the 
game ", Mr Gonzales said.' *' The 
rouble is that ordinary Span¬ 
iards appear interested only in 


soccer, which is such a pity for 
Severiano who does not get the 
credit he deserves in his own 
country.” 

There will be substantia] addi¬ 
tions to the country's 40-odd golf 
courses to gain general accept¬ 
ance for what is still an elitist 
game in Spain. 

BaJdomero Ballesteros once 
worked as a greenkeeper while 
his sons caddied and practised 
near the tiny village of Pedrena 
in the lush hills overlooking San¬ 
tander. Severiano, the youngest, 
is due to return to Spain next 
week, and an ecstatic welcome 
awaits him In Pedrena, at least, 
where he still stays in the family 
home. 

” I think we will eventually win 
the recognition battle, especially 
after such a boost as Severiano 
winning the Masters title ”, Mr 
Gonzalez said. Spain is already 
used to such imported words as 
" corner ” and ’* goal ” and will 
perhaps have mastered the likes 
of ,v driver ”, “ bunker ’’ and 
“ birdie ’’.—Reuter.

World cup and five nations 
sponsorship plans rejected

A proposal by a multi-national 
company that it should sponsor a 
World Cup rugby competition, at 
a minimum fee of £jm, has been 
rejected by the International 
Board. A suggestion that the 
championships should be spon¬ 
sored for a fee running well into 
six figures has bren turned down 
by the five nations committee. The 
decision in both instances was 
unanimous. 

That the IB should have found 
themselves totally opposed In 
principle to the idea of a World 
Cup type of competition comes as 
no surprise. To stage such an 
event would involve drastic revis¬ 
ion of a tours programme planned 
for some years ahead and in most 
cases already confirmed. More¬ 
over die pressures on top players 
In an amateur game arc already 
heavy enough, and the ruling 
body, concerned that a competit¬ 
ion of this kind might produce 
mure headaches than benefits, is 
unlikely in the forerecable future 
to change its stance on die matter. 

The decision of the five nations 
committee ro reslsr an overall 
r-poniorship of the championship 
was almost as predictable, per¬ 
haps. but the reasons for it are 
much less easy to. understand. It 
confirmi, at least, that although 
the-Welsh Rugby Union (WRuj 
arc blazing a European trail by 
acquiring the support of Crown 
Paints for their centenary inter¬ 
na ticnal against New Zealand on 
Nov’crr.h'cr 1." their -shrewd initia¬ 
tive is not -the open sesame for 


sponsorship at this level that many 
supposed. 

However, there seems nothing 
to stop individual unions going it 

alone and the implications of the 

recent announcement from Cardiff 
will not be lost on the other 

ruling bodies. Crown Paints have 
paid the Welsh Union £12,500, 
with a second coat, of si mil nr 
ralue, due later In tbe year. 

Ray Williams, die Welsh 

centenary office’, tells me his 
union have also- found sponsors 
for tbe first and last of their cele¬ 
bratory matches, although details 
have yet ro be announced. 

The Welsh Union Is on tbe 
lookout for a sponsor for the 
Quadrangular international,

£20,000. and for the four dub 
games to be nlayed against the 
AU Blacks.

It is asking a lot 
uf press, radio and television to 
change the credit line every few 
days. This is alwars a danger 
when a sponsor plunges in for a 
" one-off ” event. It remains to 
he seen whether Crown Paints Set 
ntirlav deserves. 


Tour plans discouraged by 
New Zealand Minister 


Wellington, N. Zealand, April 
17.—Brian Talboys, New Zealand’s 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, has 
urged the New Zealand Rugby 
Union Council not to invite the 
South African Springboks for a 
tour here next year. 

A lerrer from rhe Minister was 
read to the annual meeting of the 
council today while proposals for 
the tour were being discussed. Mr 
Talboys expressed M deep con¬ 
cern ” that inviting the Spring¬ 
boks was one of the options to 
be considered. 

He asked the connr" —hen 
making its decision to *• u:.. r-jil 
account of the wider implications 
of this question, the most import¬ 
ant of which arc New Zealand's 
responsibilities under the Glcn- 
eagles agreement.” This dis¬ 
courages sporting contacts with 
South Africa, 

He said sporting contact with 
South Africa “ gives the appear¬ 
ance, however much tills is 
unwarranted, of condoning the 
apartheid policies of the South 
African government 

The council bavc yet to decide 
what action to take on Mr Talboys’ 
letter. 

The New Zealand Rugby Foot¬ 
ball Union's new president, Mr 
Jim Fraser, today called for a 
multi-racial South African team 
to be Invited to tour New Zealand 
next year. Mr Fraser said be 
wanted tbe union's ruling to ex¬ 
tend an invitation to the South 
African Rugby Board. 

Mr Fraser said progress had 
beu made in South Africa in 


sporting integration and he 
wanted to see it continue. “ I am 
sure contact with other rugby 
countries sucb as New Zealand will 
help toward this goal. Our contri¬ 
bution as a keen -rugby playing 
country should be to issue an 
invitation to South Africa to have 
a multi-racial team tour New 
Zealand in 1981.” 

South African- rugby officials 
in Johannesburg welcombcd the 
call by New Zealand’s rugby 
president for a multi-racial South 
African team to be invited to 
tour next year. “ This is very 
welcome news ” said die South 
African Rugby Board president, 
Danie Craven. 

Fritz Eloff, the SARB vice- 
president said he hoped a full 
Springbok team would be 
invited. “ By calling far a multi¬ 
racial line-up the New Zealanders 
would force us to select a Bar¬ 
barians-type team. A Springbok 
side -must be chosen on merit and 
we can’t guarantee that a touring 
party would definitely contain 
coloured (mixed race) and black 
players ”.—Reuter. /

Id effect, the law as it stands is 
a licence to spread industrial 
action far and wide beyond the 
original dispute, putting at risk 
the jobs and businesses of people 
who are in no way connected with 
it, Mr James Prior, Secretary of 
State tor Employment, said when 
the report stage of the Employ¬ 
ment Bill begad. No responsible 
government could allow the lew 
to remain in that state and tbar 
view must also apply to the 
Opposition. 

Mr Prior (Lowestoft. C). who was 
moving a new clause dealing with 
secondary action, said it concerned 
one of the most damaging areas 
of conflict and one which engen¬ 
dered great bitterness among em¬ 
ployers, workers and the general 
public. 

Secondary action, whatever form 
it took, whether a strike, black¬ 
ing, picketing or a combination of 
any of those, meant industrial 
action taken by employees who 
were not In dispuie with their 

own employer. 

All too often in recent years 
secondary action had been 'used 
deliberately to spread the disrup¬ 
tive disputes of industry to the 
community at large. That was why 
it had led to such public concern. 

Without doubt the most damag¬ 
ing form of secondary action was 
secondary picketing. With that, 
damage could be done to tht busi¬ 
ness of a customer or supplier or 
a company with no connexion 
with the employer in dispute. That 
damage could be done where there 
was not the slightest shred of 
sympathy amoag the work force 
or their trade union representa¬ 
tives for those involved in the 
original dispute. 

Employees in firms far removed 
from the dispute were called upon 
to stop handling or working on 
ceruia goods. As a result, the 
production schedules of their firms 
were upset, orders lost 3nd ulti¬ 
mately jobs put at risk. 

Ir was said that all this could 
he justified in terms of building 
up pressure on the employer in 
dispute or for the purpose of 
creating solidarity. But whac sort 
of solidarity was it that forced 
other workers with no interest in 
the dispuie to stop working and 
thereby threaten their own jobs? 

More and more at the end of 
the day it was rhe public that •-•.a' 
cjuyhr up in rhe cross-fire of 
secondary action. This v.-a, the 
opposite "of what those wno fought 
for the rights of trade unions 73 
or 100 years ago h 3 d in mind. 

Good trade unionists today, and 
there were many of them, knew 
that when they pursued a dispute 
it was in tlisir inrercsts to retain 
the good will et their employers, 
suppliers and customers and of 
the public at large. 

All disputes, however bitter and 
protracted, had to end some time. 
There vr«u!d be no work to go 
back to if the confidence of 
employers, customers and sup¬ 
plier? had been destroyed in the 
process. 

The willingness of society t" 


allow trade unionists to take 
industrial action with immunity 
from the normal civil !v.v con¬ 
sequences was put at risk if this 
Immunity was used recklessly and 
In a manner which offended or 
injured the general public. 

There was a deep-rooted trade 
union tradition of industrial action 
to prerent goods being supplied 
to ur from an employer in dispute- 

The new clause recognized this 
tradition where secondary action 
was employed because the primary 
action was onlv partially effec¬ 
tive. But the' clause withdrew 
immuni ty from secondary action 
If it was used only as a vehicle 
to spread the disruptive effects 
of industrial action beyond those 
actively supplying to or receiving 
good* from the supplier in dis¬ 
pute during the dispute- 

Tbe principle underlying the 
clause was chat secondary action 
was -justifiable only to the extent 
that it was used to pur divert 
pressure on the employer :n dis¬ 
pute lor him to settle. 

Subjection 1 of the new clause 
stated that a person who induced 
a breach of conrract in contem¬ 
plation or furtherance of a trade 
dispute—someone who called in¬ 
dustrial action—would no longer 
have immunity if a contract was 
a commercial contract rather than 
a contract of employment and it 
was breached by unlawful second¬ 
ary action. 

Secondary action was deuced as 

rhe inducement of a breach of a 
l or tract of employment with an 
employer not 'in dispute. The 
clause' did not apply to primary 
action. 

ff the employee:- were net 
employed by ihe employer ir. dis¬ 
pute. "there was no immunity un¬ 
less tbe secondary action me: the 
requirements in Suaicctions 3, 4 
and 5. 

Subsaction 3 held that second- 
ary action was lawful only if i:> 
principle purpose was directly to 
prevent or disrupt supplies be¬ 
tween the employer in dispute a ad 
his supplier or customer and If it 
was likely to achieve that purpose. 

Subsectic-n 4 dealt with special 
circumstances of companies in 
common ownership. If work was 
diverted from one company ro an 
associated company there would 
be immunity from secondary 
action designed directly to disrupt 
or prevent supply of goods or ser¬ 
vices which would otherwise have 
been provided by the employer in 
dispute, but it would be lawful for 
this secondary action to be taken 
at the ass>xia:ed company or the 
company which was the recipient 
of the goods. 

Without this p.-ovis.c-n, it would 
be pom ibis for a group of con- 
panics to nullify the effect or 
primary action a: one company 
by diverting production ;:> another 
company without any possibility 
of lawful secondary actic-n. 

Substation 3 established that 
pickets v-ho were ir. dispute wttn 
their own emplr.ver and picketing 
lawfully at thair own place cf 
work, would c-'nr.r jo ro enjoy 


the immunity provided by Section 
13 of the 1974 Act, as amended. 

Without this they could be pur 
at risk, under the definition of 
secondary action, of loving immun¬ 
ity if they were to turn back 
someone nix employed by a sup¬ 
plier or customer of the 
employer in dispute. 

Another section explained what 

was meant by the word 

-• directly ”. Secondary acnon 
would ooz be allowed if It sought 
to disrupt tiie supply of goods 
and services between an em¬ 
ployer in dispute and bis cus¬ 
tomer or supplier by the indirect 
means cf disrupting supplies be¬ 
tween the latter and other 
employers. 

The effect of the new clause 
boiled down to this—thar primary 
action would continue to hare 
the immunity it had at present. 
Secondary action would continue 
to have immunity, if it satisfied 
three main conditions. 

First, that it was taken by 
employees of firs: suppliers or 
customers of the employer in 
dispute. . . , 

Second, that its principle pur¬ 
pose was directly to prevent or 
disrupt ihe supplies of goods or 
services between an employer in 
dispure and the supplier or cus¬ 
tomer during the dispute. 

Third, that it was likely to 
achieve that purpose. 

Secondary action would have to 
satisfy all three conditions to gain 
immunity. 

Some might argue that this 

would put trade union officials 
in an impossible position. But 
nothing in this clause or the whole 
Bill touched primary action. 

Where his members were in 
dispute with their own employer, 
the trade union official would 
have his existing immunity under 
the law to organize industrial 
action at his members 1 own place 
of work. 

Only if he was considering 
going beyond primarv action and 
calling oa other employees not in 
dispute with their own employer 
:o rake action in furtherance of 
tbe dispute, would he be affected 
bi- this clause. 

‘ The organizers of secondary 
action were not as innocent about 
commercial relationships as was 
sometimes suggested. Why did 
they want to take secondary 
acnon unless they had a pretty 
shrewd idea of Its effect? If they 
were uncertain of the effects, why 
should they not have to exercise 
a little prudence and caution and 
consider carefully the conse¬ 
quences of what they were doing? 

It was the jobs and businesses 
of ocher people they were dealing 
with ; it was the general public 
and other trade unionists with no 
interest in the dispute who were 
the ones who were going to suffer. 

If people were prepared to take 
indiscriminate action they might 
find themselves in court, and who 
was to say that was wrong? 

The clause would provide an 
effective limitation on the abuses 
of secondary action. One of the 


underlying principles of the 
Employment BUI was to restore 
the legal remedy to those people 
who were bit by some of the 
most damaging abuses of the 
present law. 

This new clause was fully in 
keeping wish that approach.. How¬ 
ever, it did not attempt an easy 
way out by the simple and easily 
constructed position of removing 
immunity for all but primary dis¬ 
putes. 

The clause genuinely sought a 
position which was balanced and 
reasonable. A simple repeal of tile 
immunities for all secondary action 
would not be right. (Some Conser¬ 
vative protests.) 

1 have said on a number of 
occasions from this dispatch box 
.(he continued) that just as It Is 
unreasonable to leave trade unions 
with more power than they need jo 
the vain hope ihey wall not misuse 
it, so also it would he unreasonable 
to weaken them to the extent they 
arc unable to defend their members 
against attack. 

Finding the right course calls for 
enormous effort and thought oil tbe 
part of us all and It will not be 
achieved by rebuntishing our pre¬ 
judices. 

What they needed if they were 
to achieve success in creating 
stability was nothing less chan a 
change in behaviour, a movement 
away from bad practices and 
everything that encouraged them. 

One could not change habits 
just by changing the-law. (Some 
Labour cheers.) Nowhere was 
that more apparent than in indus¬ 
trial relations. It -was equally true 
that over the years and genera¬ 
tions tbe shape of the law came 
to influence the shape of be¬ 
haviour. 

One question they had to ask 
themselves when thev considered 
bow conflict in industry bad 
become so deep-rooted was 
whether die present form of the 
law as It had stood for 70 or more 
years had contributed to that 
conflict. 

The i coma nines approach hod 
created two strong forces which 
continually pulled against each 
other. On the one haDd, the 
fundamental antipathy to the law. 
and all Its works of many io the 
trade union movement had been 
fed and nurtured b.v )t since their 
rights to exist and -operate, had 
seemed to stem From their holding 
a position in many senses above 
the law. 

They had tended to view the 
courts as interfering instruments 
of oppression before which tbey 
should never be brought rather 
than as impartial institutions of 
justice. That had beed tbe effect 
on the trade union side of the 
way they bad framed immunities 
over die years. 

On the other hand, immunities 
provoke intolerant responses of 
severe hostility to unions and trade 
unionism from much ot the rest 
of the population. 

Tbe immunities approach de¬ 
manded the maximum understand¬ 
ing and tolerance from those who 
were most unfairly disadvantaged

The clause would lead, ro uncer¬ 
tainty about what action was law¬ 
ful and tvbat was not. The lan¬ 
guage of the clause was not clear. 
It put industrial relations into the 
judicial form. It not only made the 
courts a back sear driver; it pul 
judges into the driving seat m 
many industrial disputes thaL arose 
in future. 

The repeal Section 13 (3) of the 
Trade Union and Labour Relations 
Act would, in the Opposition's 
judgment and according to rhe 
advice it was getting, open up new 
liabilities for trade union officials 
and members. It could be some¬ 
thing oF a time-bomb and could 
draw join consideration in tbe 
courts what bad come to be 
described as primary industrial 
action. 

If the clause was carried 
through, it would be easier Tor 
employers tn obtain injunctions 
against working people involved ift 
industrial action. 

Failure to obey an injunction 
was a contempt of court for which 
the normal sanction was imprison¬ 
ment or fine or borh. So far all 
injunctions, certainly over the past 
few years ,had been obeyed by the 
trade union leaders. He expected 
they would be obeyed in future, 
but it might be that there would be 
cases where they were not obeyetf 
and the sanction could be impris¬ 
onment or fine or both. 

He hoped that the service; of 
that obscure functionary the Offi¬ 
cial Solicitor would not be 
required when this Bill became 
law. But be feared someone would 
end up in jail, souring industrial 
relations all over again.

His prognosis was gloomy. 
“The clergy’s insistence on 
keeping all the levers of power 
in tbeir own bands will oblige 
them to • impose a kind of 
despotism, to move farther and 
farther away from rhe people, 
to isolate themselves and turn 
into a dominating class.*’ 

Although they were now 
using anti-imperialist slogans to 
discredit their opponents, Mr 
Haj Seyid Javadi felt they 
would eventually have to move 
closer to “ imperialism ” (ic tbe 
West) in order to salvage tbeir 
polities. He believed Iran would 
be foe victim of a new eatente 
between tbe Soviet Union and 
the United States, whereas a 
more intelligent policy would 
have enabled Iran to deal with 
tbe United States from strength, 
as foe Sandinistas had done in 
Nicaragua. 

Most intellectuals agree that 
at present there is still relative 
freedom in Iran, but they argue 
that this results from foe weak¬ 
ness of foe regime rather than 
its good will- Last summer and 
autumn, they say, it attempeed 
to suppress the left completely 
bur found it was not strong 
unougti to do so. The occupa¬ 
tion of foe American embassy 
in November had coincided 
with a period of relative relaxa¬ 
tion on the internal front, but 
lately things bad been getting 
worse again. Some political 
leaders of foe Turcoman 
minority had been murdered in 
cold blood by revolutionary 
guards, the parliamentary elec¬

phere of intimidation and fraud, 
there had been new attacks un 
the Kurds, and tbe confronta¬ 
tion with foe United States was 
itself being used as a pretext 
to denounce internal opponents 
as “agents o£ ioiperialisrn 
Imam Khomeini's message to 
the nation on foe occasion of 
the Iranian new year, in March, 
has generally been taken by the 
left as a declaration of war. 
The universities, especially, 

were told what to expect: u A 
fundamental revolution must 
come about. Professors who are 
associated with foe east or west 
should be purged. The univer¬ 
sity must impart Islamic 

sciences. Tbe wrong teachings 
imparted in the past must be 
checked, for they were the 
cause of all our misfortunes . . . 
If we had had a fundamental 
system in the universities then 
we would never have bad the 
intellectual class who, at the 


most critical time, were cut off 
from tbe people . . - 

“ Theological and university 
students must study Islamic 
reuets and ward off foe slogans 
of foe deviated groups ... Islam 
is a rich ideology which never 
requires supplementation by 
other ideologies. You must 
realize that to think eclectically 
is to commit a big crime against 
Islam and Muslims—unfortuna¬ 
tely, sometimes, due to lack of 
understanding of Islamic issues, 
they are mixed with those of 
Maritism, and they have created 
a mixture which" is in no way 
compatible with progressive 
Islamic tenets.” 

All this is seen as a scarcely 
veiled attack on the progressive 
Muslim “ People’s Mouahedin ”, 
who in recent moatlis have been 
bitterly attacked by oame in ibe 
publications of foe increasingly 
powerful Islamic Republic 
Parry fIRP), and who hare com¬ 
plained of harassment and 


fraud against their partv wor¬ 
kers and election candidates. 

The Mojabedin are much ad¬ 
mired by foe secular left for 
their resistance record under 
tbe Shah and for their success 
iu putting across liberal and 
progressive ideas in Islamic lan¬ 
guage which foe masses can 
understand. For exactly foe 
same reasons they are viewed 
with intense suspicion and hos¬ 
tility by the more conservative 
clergy, and have lately been 
more violently denounced than 
either the communists or the 
Marxist-Leninist “ People’s Fed- 
ayin” (who also have a con¬ 
siderable following, mainly 
among the educated middle 
class). 

The great protector of rhe 
Mojabedin was Ayatollah_ Tele- 
qani, the Tehran religious 
leader, who was very skilled 
at softening foe more abrasive 
pronouncements of Imam 
Khomeini, and whose death last 
September is felt by all liberal 
or progressive Iranians as a 
great loss, the Mojabedin 
passionately deny foar they are 
influenced ’ by Marxism, insist¬ 
ing that they are absolutely 
orthodox Muslims and devoced 
followers of rhe Imam. This, of 
course, makes them vulnersblo 
if the Imam should be per¬ 
suaded to denounce them by 
name. 

The Fedayin do not have such 
a broad popular base, but are 
perhaps better equipped ideo¬ 
logically to resist clerical 
oppression. They cling to the 


belief that die clergy will not 
be able to mobilise n the 
masses ” for an all-out offen¬ 
sive against tbe two popular 
guerrilla organizations. Bur 
others are not so sure. 

Meanwhile those in power, 
while critical of the left-wing 
parties, deny harbouring any 
aggressive or repressive inten¬ 
tions towards them. Mr Javad 
Mansuri, one of the leaders of 
the IRP, assured me that it did 
not favour a one-party system 
and would not seek to dominate 
the Government even if it had 
an overall majority in the new 
parliament. 

Similarly Mr Alireza Nobari, 
governor of the central bank 
and a close friend of President 
Bani-Sadr, told me that the sys¬ 
tem wns going to get more, 
rather than less liberal, and 
that ” many people in positions 
of responsibility don’t even 
pray ”. And another friend of 
the President’s, foe head of the 
national university, claimed 
that the only pressure for 
change came from “students 
who fee I what they are being 
taught is completely empty- ” 

Such remarks may be quite 
sincere, hut die secular intel¬ 
lectuals are not reassured. 
Some of them do credit tbe 
President and his men with 
a degree of genuine liberalism, 
but doubt if be has the 
strength to impose his line on 
the clergy, and they all view 
foe IRP with intense suspicion. 

Tbe tragedy Is, of course, 
that the more the atmosphere 
of international crisis deepens, 
the greater foe scope for 
paranoia, denunciations and 
purges. The way that the con¬ 
flict with Iraq has been exag¬ 
gerated, with wild accusations 
that the Iraqi Ba'ath party is 
controlled by the Americans, 
foe Israelis, foe Egyptians, or 
even the British is hardly an 
encouraging sign.

Wbile Britain has been basking 
in springtime sun. here in 
Moscow we are still clearing 
up the ice, snow and general 
mass of a fang and lingering 
winter.

A successful Zimhahue could 
transform the .v-pect uf central 
Africa. It could challenge the 
South African sv*.iem with the 
best and mo^t effective competi¬ 
tion there is—the demonstration 
of a superior system. This means 
making a reality of the old 
formula offered only ro be 
hypocritically distuned by Sir 
Godfrey Huggins—a partnership 
of rhe races. 

Great changes must occur even 
if that partnership can develop. 
The possibility that Zimbabwe 
will step by sten take the road of 
its .neighbour Zambia, into a one- 
party state where elections arc 
largely the form for continuance 
of a one-man leadership, cannot 
be ruled out. Zimbabwe will be 
fortunate if Mr Mugabe show's 
the humane and statesmanlike 
qualities of President Kaunda: 
but he was forced far down an 
authoritarian road bv the impact 
on Zambia’s economic and social 
structure of Rhodesia's rebellion. 
History offers Mr Mugabe a les¬ 


son : nor ro get into the position 
vis-a-vis the strife-lorn South 
Africa nf some years ahead in 
which Dr Kaunda found himself 
vis-a-vis tan Smith's Rhodesia. 

South Africa, rhe flywheel of cen¬ 
tral Africa, could have that dire 
role. 

For South Africa this is a fate¬ 
ful day. The republic is now the 
only country in Africa where the 
black man is subordinate. It is 
as isolated with its “ peculiar 
irestitution *’ as was the Confed¬ 
eracy in 13G0. It is not in the 
nature of human affairs that the 
black majority in South Africa 
can be kept in thar inferior 
status alone in the human family. 

Sciuili Africa's blacks have a 
settled determination somehow 
ti> force change. How. is veiled 
from us. But that change wijl 
come. The probability is that it 
will come by violence, as in Tan 
Smith's Rhodesia. And a crisis 
in the south may be, at some 
stage, a great threat to rhe sort 
*»f Zimbabwe to which Mr 
.Vlugahe is committed. All rhe 
more reason for giving him as 
much of rhe aid he needs as our 
means allow-. 

An era has also ended far the 
Commonwealth. For fifteen years 
Britain's role vis-a-vis Rhodesia 
has been the dominant item on 
Commonwealth conference agen¬ 
das: and even before UDI the 
process of decolonization was the 
stuff of Commonwealth dialogue. 
Though often fierce it gave the 
association real meaning. The 
non-white Commonwealth hasnT 
got imperial and racist Britain to 
kick around any more. What high 
issues will it now discuss—other 
than British interests in South 
Africa commerce ? Can it work 
as vigorously on other matters of 
moment ? Can one imagine its 
premiers and presidents as eager 
to get together to discuss and 
make something of the Brandt 
Report as they were to influence 
British policy over Rhodesia ?

By no stretch of lan¬ 
guage or imagination could 
Israel’s present limited proposals 
be described as “ full autonomy 
Jr is therefore to be hoped that 
during the continuing negotia¬ 
tions the Israeli Cabinet will be 
able to modify' them to bring 
them closer to the letter and 
spirit of Camp David. 

In his parting words in the 
United States, Mr Begin stoutly 
defended his settlement policy 
as esseutial to Israel’s security 
and defence against terror. This 
is a welcome redefinition. It 
implies that Mr Begin will forgo 
settlements of the nature des¬ 
cribed by his own High Court 
as “ ideological ” rather than 
defensive, as well as provocative 
gestures such as rhat planned 
for Hebron which, far from con¬ 
stituting a security safeguard, 
actually adds to Israel's security 
problems. 

It is probably expecting too 
much for Mr Begin to make 
these disavowals public. He is 
constantly aware of the delicate 
balance within his divided gov¬ 
ern ment. So far he has placated 
his hardliners by his rhetoric and 
given the moderates hope of 
greater flexibility by some oF his 
actions. Despite regular calls for 
an early general election, now 
supported by his own Minister 
of Defence, Israeli governments 
are nor dissimilar from many 
others in that they hang on as 


long as they can when they think 
'-hey will be defeated at the polls. 
Mr Begin will try to stay, hoping 
time will be on his side. 

But it is not on his side. If 
he hopes that by dragging his 
feet on autonomy he can avoid 
intolerable pressures from the 
United States because of the 
election campaign this is short 
term thinking. The pressure will 
increase if Mr Carter is reelec¬ 
ted. Meanwhile at honie public 
disaffection with his government 
is likely to grow if progress 
towards peace seems to be re¬ 
tarded because of his obduracy. 
Moreover, a failure in the 
autonomy talks would undoubt¬ 
edly revive the much-heralded 
Middle East initiative of the 
European Community. Under the 
avowedly pro-Arab leadership of 
France, a European framework 
for peace would be a far worse 
option for Israel than Camp 
David. 

For the moment the readiness 
of all the parties to Camp David 
to persist in the negotiations is ! 
a positive factor which should 1 
not be underrated. While this 
situation prevails, the Community 
would be irresponsible to launch 
its own plan. It would only 
raise more hackles and incite 
more fears in Israel, leading to 
greater resistance, while encour¬ 
aging more extreme demands on 
rhe Arab side. Camp David, with 
all its vagueness and deficiencies* 
still remains the best hope for a 
solution of the Arab-Isfaeli- con¬ 
flict.

But 
the West has not made even the 
limited suggestion _ that aid to 
Turkey over a certain level should. 
be made conditional upon the 
Turkish Government allowing pro¬ 
gress in rhe iutercommuna] talks 
in Cyprus. THere is no reason tn 
suppose that the Turkish Govern¬ 
ment could not be as accommodat¬ 
ing as fay as Cyprus is concerned, 
perhaps in relation to the current 
OECD talks, as it has been in the 
fundamental political decision to 
devalue the lira and permit foreign 
investment, at the request of the 
IMF. 

This insensitivity on the part of 
the West to the importance of 
Cyprus in Greek public opinion is 
most regrettable. In the long run 
ft is this opinion wbich is likely to 
determine whether Greeks remain 
attached to Western institutions or 
whether they seek to link them¬ 
selves with the non-aligned countries 
of tbe world. It is not enough, 
therefore, for Nato to concentrate 
solely on hi-lutcral Greco-Turkish 
problems. Indeed, even if there 
were a Nato influenced settlement 
in the Aegean entirely favourable 
tn Greece, this would do little to 
win Greek support for the West: it 
would be regarded as no more than • 
that to wbich Greece was entitled. 
If the West were to assist iu a 
proper settlement in Cyprus, how¬ 
ever. our stock would rise con¬ 
siderably. not least because it would 
be felt that we had purged our¬ 
selves of some of the guilt for the 
Cyprus tragedy. Furthermore, the 
real chance that Greece may leave 
Nato completely in the future would 
have been much reduced. Equally 
as important, something would have 
been done to relieve the sheer 
human misery of a divided island. 
Once again, we appeal to our Gov¬ 
ernment and its allies not to ^under- 
cstimate their ability tn assist the 
cause in this pan of the world.

Effect of micJear accidents 

From Dr Brian Wade 
Sir. On April 2 you published a 
story that there had been a substan¬ 
tial rise in infant deaths around 
Three Mile Island nuclear power 
station following tKe accident there, 
tvhich must have caused concern 
among your readers. In view oF the 
very small radiation doses id the 
population arising from the acci¬ 
dent. anv such effect would not be 
expected. 

Ir is not therefore surprising that 
more detailed information nnw 
available in this country from Dr 
H. A. Mueller. Secretary of Health 
•for Pennsylvania and Dr G. Toku- 
bata. Director of Epidemiology at 
the State Health Department, shows 
that the’ story is erroneous, being 
based on statistical fluctuations in 
small numbers of deaths. 

Dr Mueller has said tktat a pre¬ 
liminary reoort on the foetal and 
infant deaths within ten miles of 
Three Mile Island “ shows no stati¬ 
stically’ significant difference in the 
mortality rate than for rife state 
as a whole". Figures for the num¬ 
ber of infant deaths in this area 
show 15.7 per 1000 births in the six 
months after tbe accident compared 
witlr 14.4, 7.2 and 17.2 in the three 
preceding six month periods. Com¬ 
parison with the Stare average 
figure of about 13.5 is complicated 
because the infant death rate iu 
the town of Harrisburg is higher 
than average (about 20) due tn its 
social class mix, and rhe wfAile nf 
the town is included in the 10 mile 
data (although only a small part of 
the town is actually within 10 miles 
of the rcacror). Similar data for 
still-births and abortions in tfce 10 
mile area show 14.0 per 1,000 births 
in the six month period afwr rhe 
accident, enmpared with 13.9. 20.G 
and 23.7 in the three 1 preceding 
periods. 

Whilst this preliminary informa¬ 
tion fnust be treated with caution, 
it provides no basis for claiming 
tHat an unexpected rise in infant 
mortality occurred as a result of 
the Three Mile Island accident.

When Mussolini invaded Abys¬ 
sinia. opinion in rite West was 
rightly shocked and Lhe Lcacue of 
Notions voted to apply sanctions to 
Italy. Some people then believed 
rhat this was a mistake: That_ the 
real danger to peace came from 
Nasi Germany, sind that it was poli¬ 
tics Ilv imprudent to gratify our 
moral indignation by a step which 
might drive Mussolini into the arms 
of Hitler. 

In fact, sanctions did not prerent 
rhe conquest of Abyssinia: they 
united Italy behind Mussolini, and 
Mussolini supported Hitler in lhe 
war against us. 

Similarly, I believe that sanctions 
will not rescue the American hos¬ 
tages: thev will unite Iran behind 
the Ayatollah, and drive ii into the 
arras of the real disturber of the 
peace, the USSR. 

1 will change my view if anyone 
will produce a case in which a 
policy of sanctions has achieved the 
results which its advocates have 
promised.

Civil Service union poll 

From Mr A T . B. Barnes 
Sir. R lading Mr Lev in's _ article 
“ The civil way to run a union elec¬ 
tion " (April 15 t has left me both 
cunfused and somewhat surprised ct 
the high degree of misrepresenta¬ 
tion it contained. Throughout hf> 
refers to ‘The Broad Left", making 
it appear to be the only politically 
motivated group within tbe Civil 
and Public Services Association. 
Many members find “the moderate 
slate” (Mr Levin here omitting tbe 
use of capitals! equally distasteful 
in an association which exists to 
protect and promote the interests of 
its members. 

Along with the ballot papers 
which each member of the CPS.l 
has received is a 24-page newspaper- 
style document containing; election 
addresses which were invited from 
each of the 90 candidates standing 
for the National Executive Commit¬ 
tee places. The union membership 
is able therefore to decide how thev 
wish to cast their votes, although 
Mr L.evin finds this unfortunate, 
apparently preferring a system 
whereby ballot papers are sent to 
the homes of individual members 
where they would presumably cast 
their votes subject to external pres¬ 
sure from inter-union political 
groups and the media, of which his 
article is a prime example. 

Following the Levin voting per¬ 
mutation would exclude many from 
the' NEC who, regardless of any 


political views, would make first- 
class representatives and conversely 
elect or re-elecr some whose 
attendance at NEC meetings has 
been to say the least somewhat 

scant. Do- of Mr Levin's candi¬ 
dates failed to submit an election 
address, so anyone considering his 
name for a possible vote has i*n 
idea of what he stands for. 

The article also refers to a smear 
campaign against Kate Losinska and 
her fellow moderates. Neither I 
nor any of rbe CPS A members I 
represent are aware of any such 
ncu’viiy and some clarification J»v 
Mr Levin on this point would be 
most welcome. 

With reference to political 
motions at the NEC. while I per¬ 
sonally am verv concerned abour 
the fate of Professor Sakharov and 
his wife a’ong with others perse¬ 
cuted for their belief, the outcome 
of their case or any other has no 
effect on the members I represem, 
who have to work in converted 
nilets_ or put un with cockroaches 
dropping onto them from the ceil¬ 
ings of outdated accommodation.

The promotion of 
racial harmony 

From the Chairman. Rational .4sso- 
ciuiion for Asian Youth 
•air Tn vour editorial “The Wrong 
Structure” (April 11) you call for 
a fundamental re-examination of the 
structure and role of lhe Commis¬ 
sion for Racial Equality. While you 
do make some very pertinent points, 
you fail ro get u» the heart of the 
matter. 

The Commission exists lor a 
limited and specific purpose, namely 
to combat racial discrimination and 
promote racial harmony. In order 
iu achieve this objective it needs 
lo undertake four sets of activities. 
First, ir must enforce the existing 
laws against racial discrimination 
by mounting strategic investigations, 
exposing subtle and crude discrimi¬ 
natory ” practices . and assisting 
aggrieved individuals. 

'Second, ir must persuade _ ; and 
pressure the government to initiate 
policies and . enact measures 
designed to redress clearly identi¬ 
fied areas of grievances. Third, it 
must act as a think-tank, analyse 
long-term trends, anticipate prob¬ 
lems and propose ways of dealing 
with them. And finally, ir must pro¬ 
mote better undersrtuidiug between 
the ethnic minorities and the 
majority cnmmunirv by sucji means 
nx disseminating information and 
encouraging closer contacts. 

Wirltour 'minimizing its achieve¬ 
ments, it cannot he denied fhat" the 
Commission's performance in these 
areas ha-: been disappointing. Its 
youth policy document took a Jorg 
time coming 3nd lacks coherence 
and focus. In such matters as die 
Sus laws, the initiative came from 
outside it. and its response was slow 
and evasive. So far as strategic 
investigation is concerned the com¬ 
mission's choice of targets was. not 
always wise and its actions were 
not generally forceful. And its .con¬ 
tribution tn long-term .policy-making 
has been virtually nil. Not surpris¬ 
ingly more and mote people a re 
writing off tbe Commission and 
thinking of turning to the streets. 

The ' Commission's record is 
disappointing mt -because it is 
invested with contradictory func¬ 
tions as you suggest, for all the 
four functions listed earlier; arc 
integrally connected and cannot he 
separated, but for other reasons. 
First, the commissioners, chosen for 
ethnic and political balance and 
not their experience and commit¬ 
ment. have failed to pi bride 
leadership. Notwithstanding the 
general impression* to'Hie''contrary, 
all bur a couple of the five com¬ 
missioners recently dropped made 
little impact on the communities 
the\ were sunposed to serve. 

Second, the Commission has 
lacked close contact with the etbtrc 
minorities, especially the youth 
whose participation in the formula¬ 
tion cf its policies is extremely 
limited. Third, its internal adn'tini- 
strarive structure with its strange 
divisions of functions and depart¬ 
ments is inherently ili-eauinoed for 
decisive action. .And finally the 
successive sovenimems. which fca»-c 
never' really been interested ?» 
ending racism, have severely restric¬ 
ted rhe Comnvscion’s capacity- fnr 
action by denying it tbe necessary 
co-operation and resources. 

It* the Commission is to achj-.-e 
its bas'c objective, it should put its 
house in order and the government 
should give it the personnel, help 
End leaderritin it so badlv -needs.

The PUK 
makes use of that traditional 
activity by providing a bazaar 
in which goods are resold to 
Iraqi smugglers and the Pesh- 
merga rhemselves. A tax is 
levied on all goods. 

Links with the Iranian Xur-- 
dish movement are Informal; 
numbers of PUK Peshmerga 
crossed the border to-fight in 
Iran last year, though the party 
was. not involved, and Iranian 
Kurdish leaders including 
Shaikh Ezzcddin HoseinI aud 
Abdul Rahman Kasseraiou 
were welcomed here after the. 
fall of Mahabad in September. 
Iranian Kurds have "in the past 
. helped defend the Nawzang 

area. _ 

Established in June, 19/o, 
the PUK is a “ semi-froot ” 
organization composed of four 
smaller groups. Its founders 
decided that the Kurdish strug¬ 
gle must be based on an 
alliance rather than one party 
because a number of trends 
and policies had to be. recon¬ 
ciled. A year later the first 
armed groups . appeared _ in 
Gad inan and Su laymaniyah 
provinces.

VICE-ADMIRAL SIR IAN 
CAMPBELL 

Service on North Russian convoys 


Vice-Admiral Sir Ian Camp¬ 
bell. KBE, CB, DSO, who died 
on April 15 at the age of 81, 
bad a distinguished career in 
destroyers in the Second World 
War, He was Captain (D) of the 
Third Destroyer Fieri 1]a from 
1942 to 3944, and saw much 
grim service in escorting tbe 
North Russian convoys. After 
the war he was C-in-C, South 
Atlantic Station. 

The second son of Brigadier 
A. A, E. Campbell, Indian 
Army, be was born on August 
8. 1898. and entered the Royal 
Naval College in 1913. He was

MR JAMES CROOKS 


Mr Janies Crooks, CVO, FRCS, 
who died on April 16, was an 
ear, nose the tin-oat surgeon of 
distinction, who’ dedicated ibis 
talents and his devotion to the 
service of the Hospital for Sick 
Children, Great Ormond Street. 
London, and made an indispen¬ 
sable contribution to the plan¬ 
ning, the policy*, and the 
professional life of that institu¬ 
tion. 

His meticulous attention to 
detail, his insistence on protocol, 
precision, and the maintenance 
of the highest standards of 
professional care and craftsman¬ 
ship, were sometimes mistaken 
for obstinacy and prejudice, yet 
his view of the future was often 
broad and in sharp focus. His 
very real enjoyment of the 
funny side of life, and of his 
own situation, was unsuspected 
by those who knew him only 
slightly. 

He was bom in 1901 and 
graduated in Edinburgh. Soon 
after qualifying in 1923 he 
joined tbe resident staff at 
Great Ormond Street m a 
variety of surgical posts at a 
time when paediatrics was an 
exciting new specialty, and 
when its practitioners were Still 
a close knit group. 

Denis Browne was his mentor 
and at first he intended to fol¬ 
low a general surgical career, 
bur the opportunity of a consul¬ 
tant post at Great Ormond 
Street (1931) led him into ENT 
surgery which became his life¬ 
long study. His deftness, and his 
extraordinary capacity to form 
a rapport with children, en¬ 
abled him to undertake many 
examinations and therapeutic 
manoeuvres under local anaes¬ 
thesia, and to pioneer the treat¬ 
ment of the infected antrum. 

He worked in the era of 
wholesale tonsillectomy he 


performed the operation often 
and with great skill, but be 
never advised it indiscrimi¬ 
nately or without careful con¬ 
sideration. He was proud of his 
successful practice, which in¬ 
cluded several members of the 
Royal family, aDd was never 
happier than when seeing his 
oid patients. 

Great Ormond Street was in 
the process of rebuilding when 
he was appointed to the staff, 
and he was deeply involved 
with the architect, S. E. X. Cus- 
din, in planning the main hos¬ 
pital block, devoting endless 
attention not only to the broad 
concepts but to the derails or 
cleanliness, control of infection, 
nursing supervision, and parent 
facilities. 

The style of children’s hos¬ 
pitals has changed since those 
days, but much of what he in¬ 
itiated has become standard 
practice. The war frustrated 
development for many years, 
but as chairman of the Build¬ 
ing Committee from 1948 to 
1967, he guided toe hospital 
through its modern formative 
period. 

He married first in 1931 
Irene Heath, painter and 
writer, with whom he travelled 
widely in toe exciting days of 
his widening interests and 
growing practice, and by whom- 
he had two daughters. After 
toe stresses of war-time this 
marriage ended in divorce in 
1950. In 1970 he married Caro¬ 
line Woollcombe. who brought 
joy to bis later years. 

His home at Meadow Farm, 
near Berkhamsted: his work¬ 
shop and his aging but immacu¬ 
late Rolls-Royce exercised the 
craftsmanship which he had 
earlier devoted to surgery, and 
his hospitalitv still united the 
friends be had made in the first 
years at Great Ormond Street.

On first acquaintance some 
people thought that her rare 
straightforwardness and mod¬ 
esty could not be genuine and 
like Socrates she could be mis¬ 
understood, but never by her 
pupils: children unerringly 
spot a fake, 

Praise irritated her, and it 
was characteristic that the ex¬ 
traordinary commendation of 
her personality and achieve¬ 
ments contained in a report by 
H-M-'s Inspectors was immedi¬ 
ately put by her into toe waste- 
paper basket: she never 
reached her own high stand¬ 
ards. She gave unstiotingly of 
her time and attention to all 
who needed them; her wisdom 


and encouragement must have 
affected countless lives. 

On arriving at Downe House 
to teach straight from college 
I said to her, “ I have a form. 
Whar do I do with them ?” 
“ Have fun ”, she replied, and 
I did. She enjoyed people of 
all ages, and took a tremendous 
interest in them. 

At the end of her life, 
although physically very weak, 

. she was writing answers to 
letters full of gaiety, courage 
and warmth. Informality and 
laughter were always features 
of her staff meetings, particu¬ 
larly when she told us that Mr 
Davies of Daniel and Neals was 
going to bring some samples, 
would see the parents and lay 
them _ all out on the floor! 
Badminton under her guidance 
was a happy, lively place. 

She helped to found “ The 
Conference of Internationally 
Minded Schools’* to promote 
peace and understanding after, 
the war. Her faith In goodness, 
her Jove of nature, her human¬ 
ity and delight in simple things 
inspired her talks to the 
school, and these talks, like 
herself, were a source of- 
spiritual refreshment. 


SIR THOMAS MACDONALD 


B. writes:— 

Tom Macdonald was the 
perfect choice to represent bis 
country as High Commissioner 
in London for seven years : booh 
in appearance and in character 
he was the epitome of the New 
Zealand countryman at his best. 

Burly and beaming, wise and 
weather-beaten, he looked every 
man squarely in the eye, ex¬ 
pecting tbe same friendliness 
and integrity as he hhnself so 
obviously exuded. His great¬ 
grandfather had sailed from 
Wester Ross to Samoa as a 
missionary in toe 3830s, moving 
on as his family began to In¬ 
crease to Ruapuke. an islet (no 
longer inhabited) m the stormy 
strait between the South Island 
of New Zealand and Stewart 
Island. It was in the strongly 
Scotch community of Gore in 
Southland that Tom was brought 
up. 

He managed to get to rhe 
Middle East in uniform in both 
world wars, but was retained 
both times, to hss fury, in base

Three years as a ship’s boy, 
35 as a farmer, 20 as an MP, 
five as a soldier (some of these 
over-lapping) before becoming 
High Commissioner, he packed 
much into his life, and enjoyed 
it all: nor least the holidays 
which he spent from London 
with his Gaelic-spealtiQg cousins 
in Wester Ross. 

It was with dignity and resig¬ 
nation that he bore his sorrows: 
the death of his wife after a 
Jong illness,, and toe total para¬ 
lysis of his only daughter’s 
husband. Rich in friends, he 
never bad an enemy throughout 
his long and generous life. 

He may not have been subtle : 
he was too transparently 
honest; but nobody ever 
ventured to try and take a trick 
off him. He is still remembered 
with affection in London, and it 
wtil he long before he is for¬ 
gotten in New Zealand—or in 
Wester Ross.

Steel action 


Paris, April 17.—European 
countries this week reiterated 
their concern over anti-dumping 
action by United Stales Steel 
against steel imports from the 
European Economic Commun¬ 
ity. sources said today.

American call to end 


export controls on tin 


Geneva, April 17.—The 
United States, the world’s lar¬ 
gest user of tin, agreed today 
that consumer states might 
share with producers the cost 
of financing a buffer stock of 
the metal to keep world 
market prices stable. 

However export controls, by 
which producers can restrict 
supplies to the market to pre¬ 
vent prices falling below a 
minimum level, should ,be 
abolished. Mr Michael Smith, 
rhe United States deputy special 
trade representative ■ said. 

He told a 31-nation - con¬ 
ference here, convened to 
negotiate a new international tin 
agreement, tbat an existing 
pact, which expires at the end 
of June next year, did : not 
adequately safeguard consumer 
interests. There - should .be 
changes which would establish 
an equitable balance of rights 
and benefits. 

Mr Smith said the United 
States believed a pure buffer 
stock of about 70,000 tonnes 
would be big enough to stabi¬ 
lize prices without tne need for 
export controls. H.e described 
export controls as prejudicial to 
the interests of bath consumers 
and producers.

There is no indication id Kit rite Hums 
influenced the commission's decisions mi 
the silver futures markets.

an ounce in late’March, which left the 
Hunts scrambling for hundreds of million* 
of dollars ro cover disir losses in the 
silver markets. -. . 

Despite the Hunts’ initial difficulties in 
raising funds nuicklv. they have subse¬ 
quently paid off many of their losses in 
cash, silver or oil and gas properties they 
owned. 

According to commission memoranda 
Mr Nelson Bunker Hum told Mr Dunn 
and several staff members at a meeting 
on Ocrober 25 that one of the biggest 


problems in the markets was that margin 
requirements were too high. 

Mr James M. Stone, the chairman of 
the futures commission, said recently rbat 


be .wpuld like the comi&sion to have the 
power of Jetting minimum requirements 
for margins. 

•According to a November 9 memoran¬ 
dum from a’commission staff member, Mr 
IV. Herbert Huot complained irra meeting 
he called that margin requirements had 
risen so high rbat it no longer made 
economic sense, to use the futures markets. 

The Hunts said they usually had opted 
to use the futures markets instead ol 
the cash marker, because they found it 
easier to deal in ihe large volume trans¬ 
actions in futures. . 

When the Chicago Board of Trade First 
considered such restrictions, Mr 
W. Herbert Hunt complained to Mr Dunn 
that if the limits were imposed he would 
be forced to liquidate some of his holdings 
at a loss, particularly if they were top¬ 
posed before the new tax year year began 
on January 1.—New York Times News 
Service.

Caravan makers facing a rough ride 



China set to 
replace 
Taiwan on 
IMF 

The Executive board of the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) is expected to .grant 
membership to China and oust 
Taiwan. 

This would open the door to 
Peking’s full economic partner¬ 
ship with the non-communist 
world and leave the Soviet 
Union as the sole remaining 
major communist power outside 
140-member organization. 

It would also enable China to 
become a member of the World 
Bank, which provides about 
SlO.OOOm i£4.524m» a year ill 
credit to developing countries. 

However there could still be 
a hitch. The technicalities of 
transferrins the IMF seat of 
nne country to another still 
has to be settled. 


Tourer caravan manufacturers, whose 
home market was worth £S0m last yem\ 
are being hit by a sales decline ot at 
least 10 per cent, combined with over¬ 
production and heavy stocks in the distri¬ 
bution pipeline. 

Production cutbacks of a third are now 
becoming common, involving redundancies 
and lav-offs. There are increasing fears 
that if "later spring sales do not make up 
for the slackness of customer demand so 
far this season, a number of manufac¬ 
turers, particularly smaller ones, could 
be driven out of business. 

One small manufacturer closed down 
in the Hull area towards the end of last 
vear, but the first major casualty has 
emerged with Astral Caravans ending pro¬ 
duction after being in tourer caravan 
manufacture for 21 years. 

The Hull-based Spooner construction 
group, of which Astral was a subsidiary, 
decided to pull out of the sector partly 
because exports had been proving more 
difficult as European sales generally had 
dropped at the same time thar sterlings 
strength had made exports harder to sell. 
But the United Kingdom market decline 
also hit Astral, and Spooner could see no 
improvement in the situation this year. 

The Astral closedown has cost 90 jobs 
but anv other redundancies and lay-offs in 
the industry' would particularly hit 
Humberside, which is the largest single 
centre for caravan production. 

In Scotland Thomson T-Line, caravan 
makers for more than 70 years, have been 


cutting tourer production by around a 
third for some months, and has reduced 
their workforce on tourer production by- 
half to 90 in the past tow years. In 
common with many other manufacturers 
they have been finding that sales of 
caravans for static use, as holiday homes 
or for residential purposes, have ben 
much more stable. 

Glasgow-based Thomson Caravans with 
a workforce of 200, has also cut production 
by around a third, although other coach¬ 
building work has so far largely mopped, 
up the excess capacity. But the company 
is “ watching the situation closely 

Among the four largest companies in 
caravan manufacture—A-Line Caravans, 
A3I Caravans, Caravans International and 
Cosalt Caravans—ABI have found sales 
patchy this season, but largely around 10 
per cent down. Other companies are put¬ 
ting the possible sales decline this season 
as high as 15 per cent. 

The manufacturers are worried that even 
if sales pick up during the later spring it 
will probably take most of this year tu 
dent the pile-up of stock both in their 
own vards and with the caravan dealers. 
Some makers estimare that there is as 
much as a year’s production in the pipe¬ 
line. 

Some manufacturers and dealers use 
stock financing deals, with hire purchase 
companies providing the cash back-up, 
under which unsold caravans could after 
a period revert to the manufacturers. 
Unless there is a sharp pick-up in sales 


this could place heavy pressure on smaller' 
manufacturers and is largely why fears 
are growing chat more will be forced out 
of business. 

The precarious state of some makers is 
underlined in a survey 1 * oF the financial 
performance of caravan manufacturers 
over a two-year period to the end of the 
1978-79 financial year by Inter Company 
Comparisons. ICC traced a steady profits 
decline with only 69 per cent of key com¬ 
panies improving their turnover and only 
45 per cent improving profits. 

ICC suggests that coraanies ace closures; 
mergers are like! and the future is bleak. 

The industry believes that this analysis 
might prove somewhat pessimistic for 
static caravans. This is because at times 
when disposable income is hit, the static 
market usually does well. 

But the analysis looks undeniable in the 
tourer sector as both the first-time buyer 
market and the replacement market seem 
hit by a combination of shortage of cash 
among consumers and the increasing run¬ 
ning costs involved in touring. 

Existing caravan owners—there are 
around 335,000 tourers in use compared 
with some 255,000 static holidays homes 
and 97,000 mobile homes—seen most likely 
to put off a decision to trade up to a new 
model.

'The chances of Britain be¬ 
coming a significant base for 
production of video disc 
machines as well as the discs 
themselves grew yesterday with 
the announcement of a co¬ 
operation agreement between 
JVC—the Victor Company of 
Japan—and Thorn EMI. 

The “close relationshiD*' 
agreement is aimed at promot¬ 
ing JVC's VHD/AHD (video 
high * density- audio high 
density) disc system which JVC 
plans to introduce in Europe 
and the United States by the 
end of 1981. 

But as production builds up 
during rhe following year, it is 
likolv that first assembly and 
then’ at least part-manufacture 
would be considered at Thorn 
EMI production centres. In¬ 
creasing automation is likely to 
mean that skilled labour could 
be switched to video disc and 
machine production or assem¬ 
bly. 

JVC’s video disc system, 
anticipating a much bigger 
market by the middle of the 
decade, will be in competition 
with systems from Philips and 
the United Stares-based RCA. 
Philips, which plans a European 
launch for its disc system next 
year, has plans for pressing to 
be done at a converted factory 
in Blackburn, Lancashire. 


Gelsenberg AG, a West Ger¬ 
man subsidiary of British Petro¬ 
leum, and Fried Krupp GmbH 
have taken a first step towards 
a joint coal gasification com¬ 
pany by founding a planning 
company for coal gasification. 

In a pint statement, the two 
companies said a project team 
would study the technical and 
economic ‘preconditions far 
building a commercial plant to 

gasify coal on the basis of 
Koppers-Totzek technology de¬ 
veloped by Krupp Koppers 


GmbH Krupp’s subsidiary. 

The nvo companies apparently 
wish to build a plant at a 
coastal site in eitiier Schleswig 
Holstein or lower Saxonv but 
bave not counted out an inland 
site, as long as the transport 
infrastructure is favourable. 
The plant would process coal 
to produce motor fuels, motor 
fuel additives and products for 
the chemical industry. 

Dr Heilmurh Buddenberg, the 
chief executive of Deutsche BP, 
British Petroleum’s German 


subsidiary and the parent com¬ 
pany of Gel sen berg, is visiting 
Australia to study latest coal 
processing developments and 
explore the possibilities of ship¬ 
ping Australian coal to West 
Germany. 

He said in Canberra that 
Deutsche BP intended to build 
up its activities in the coal sec¬ 
tor and that Ruhrkohle AG, the 
West German coal- producing 
company, had expressed an 
interest in joining the new 
planning company. 


Unit trusts pass the 10-year test

Kimberlite 
found by 
U S company 
in Botswana

Johannesburg, April 17 

Senior mining sources in 
Botswana have said that Falcnn- 
bridge, the American mining 
company, has discovered signi¬ 
ficant deposits of Kimberlite, 
the host rock for diamonds, in 
a wild pan of the Kalahari 
Desert close to the Namibian 
border. 

Dr Chris Jennings, head ot 
Falconbridgc Exploration in 
Johannesburg, confirmed that 
his company had made several 
discoveries of Kimberlite ia 
Botswana, and that it had drilled 
to about 300 feet in the central 
southren part of the country. 

The news will be received 
with great interest by Dc Beers, 
which already has two mines 
operating Botswana, at .Lerlha- 
Lane- and Orapa, in a joint ven¬ 
ture with the government. 

The company has been em¬ 
barrassed by its failure to par¬ 
ticipate so far in the recent Aus¬ 
tralian diamond discoveries. 

Dr Jennings said he was 
“obviously optimistic", but ad¬ 
mitted that the Kimberlite was 
much more deeply covered than 
at the Dc Beers properties. 
Fnlconbridg has discovered 
Kimberlite in other parts of 
Botswana, especially in the 
northeast, he added.

The Sapporo is a conventional 
coupe rather than a hatchback, 
offering a totally enclose luggage 
compartment of generous length 
and width but shallow depth, and 
with a somewhat restricted opening 
ahead of a prominent srH. 

Comment on a car’s appearance 
must always be subjective, but tbe 
test car, which was fitted with a 
vinyl roof covering which forms 
part of an Executive package, drew 
a number of favourable comments 
during the week it. was in my 
possession. 

As fewer than 1,200 Sapporos 
found their way on to tbe United 
Kingdom marke last year, the car 
also has a certain rarity value, 
which many find attractive. For 
those who prefer it, the Sapporo is 
tiso available with automatic trans- 
miwsioo, and in common with all 
other Colts it qualifies for an 
owner *s insurance scheme which 
offers certain benefits to drivers 
over 25 years of age. 

As my colleague, Peter Way- 
mark, commented last week, there 


ere many factors that should be 
considered before purchasing a 
new car; but I would suggest that 
high among those that may draw a 
potential buyer to a Sapporo is 
that, it is a car which combines a 
degree of flair and exclusivity with 
tbe distinct practical advantage 
that so many of its mechanical 
components are common to other 
Col: models, and therefore likely to 
be readily available, should the 
need arise, throughout the dealer¬ 
ship network. 

Americans tbini small 

A recent business trip to the 
United States, involving days in tbe 
Mid-West and on the West Coast, 
was my first for two years, a long 
enough period for me to expect 
(and discover) some significant 
changes on the automotive scene. 

I was particularly interested to 
see the extent to which tbe new 
car buyer had responded to the 
American Government^ exhor¬ 
tations to “ think small 


Whereas in the immediate after- 
math of the 1973 energy crisis 
utterances from the White House- 
had rendered the standard-size 
American car virtually unsaleable 
overnight, only for it to return to 
favour in a master of months (old 
cur-buying habits die hard), this 
tins jr looks as though the mes¬ 
sage has really got home. 

Already there are so many 
American-built, European-size cars 
to be seen in main traffic centres 
(and I am thinking in particular of 
Sau Francisco and Ixis Angeles) 
that it is the traditional ’ “ Detroit 
battleships " which are beginning to 
look the odd men out, rather than 
the imports, which of course began 
the reeducation of the American 
driver. 

Massive investment has been 
necessary by the United States car 
industry*to rush through new ranges 
of smaller cars (some of which are 
yet to emerge from the production 
pipeline). That will be recouped 
only by sustained high-volume sales, 
encouraged by expensive marketing 
programmes which doubtless will 
urge the buyer to load his smaller 
car with options, thereby restoring 
the industry’s per-unit profit margin 
to a tolerable level. 

American Motors have long sup¬ 
ported the smaller-car movement 
(they would have 'disappeared long 
ago bad they not done so) ; troubled 
Chrysler have used their links with 
Mitsubishi to provide themselves 
with some useful contenders; and 
Ford, with their Mustangs, Capris 
and Granadas (the last two are 
completely different cars from their 
European namesakes), have also 
been generating some mneb-needed 
showroom traffic to compensate for 
the markedly diminished interest in 
their larger models. 

But it seems to have taken tbe 


giant Genera! Motors Corporation tor, 
provide the seal of approval for the 
Detroit-built small car. The drastic 
scaling down of the Cadillac was 
bold move which stimulated con**- 
versation, which in turn created the 
right climate for the introduction of 
the four new aces in.
